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Our Government 





Astrologer 


A CORRESPONDENT writes to ask, “Who 
is our government’s astrologer?” In a 
sort of shame-faced and apologetic reply, 
I had to write my friendly inquirer that 
“there jist haint no sich critter.” Our 
secret service department and the war in- 
telligence bureau are getting along nicely, 
thank you, without the incumbrance of any 
astrological investigating staff. We do not 
ape Germany, Japan, and other foreign 
nations in maintaining an astrological 
commission whose duty it is to keep up 
with and anticipate the movements of 
such governments as use astrolagy in their 
war planning. 

Recently I had occasion to examine what 
looked like some astrological planning by 
the Japanese astrological staff attached to 
the military high command in their country. 
It was plain that the fixing of dates long in 
advance was done by astrologers using a 
certain secret system. At first I was con- 
fused on account of an unknown factor 
having something to do with a very ancient 
horoscopé, but upon examining some astro- 
nomical elements by means of a special set 
of planetary tables adapted to chronological 
research work, I picked up a random thread 
or two which finally led me directly to the 
fundamental basis of the art used by the 
Japanese astrologers. I discovered that 
they now use a certain secret system known 
to the ancients, and I became particularly 
interested’ in the study when it developed 
that years ago I had written an article on 
that same ancient system. At the time my 
article was published I was not only sur- 
prised, but was actually astounded when a 
so-called astrologer, living on an island to 
the east,-acting under what seemed to me 
to be a religious frenzy, severely but un- 
justly criticized my article and_haltingly

endeavored to show that the system I had 
mentioned was a false one which had long 
ago been “exploded.” Also, a self-styled 
professor in America chimed in with a 
sneering comment on the demonstration 
which I had submitted in my article. 

This frightened me. I dropped the sub- 
ject. I was treading on dangerous ground. 
The ancient astrologers had most solemnly 
warned aJl students and investigators to 
beware of the danger of publishing the 
great and famous secret system of the Chal- 
deans. They told us that the moment we 
discovered this secret, now buried deeply 
in a mass of astrological trash, we should 
carefully guard it and impart it only to the 
few, the very few, who were capable of 
receiving the truth of this nature. 

That this secret system of astrology is 
now in regular use by the Japanese astrolo- 
gers is easy to demonstrate. It is not strictly 
one of the occult arts, yet a strange thing is 
that there is an element of deep mystery 
about it. It is nearly as obscure in many 
parts as modern medicine, meteorology and 
economic science. There are, of course, 
fixed rules of the art, but, strange as it may 
seem, we do not have even the smallest ink- 
ling of why these rules work. This anoma- 
lous condition renders it almost impossible 
for us to present the system before the pub- 
lic on a so-called rational basis, and is it 
this element of mystery, or uncertainty, 
that leaves us open to refutation by the 
simple half-wit question “Why?” We don’t 
know why. We can’t answer. Conse- 
quently we are discredited, our confusion 
is pointed out, and finally we are dismissed 
amid derisive laughter. 

Let us take one single example by way 
of illustrating the idea. Some time about 
the fourteenth century a controversy arose 
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in the ranks of the European astrologers 
regarding the Ptolemaic system of “house 
division,” or the proper method for deter- 
mining the longitudes of the intermediate 
“cusps.” About that time and during the 
next two or three centuries, there were 
about a dozen new systems proposed for 
making these divisions. The first and 
fundamental method was that of Ptolemy, 
misunderstood and called the “equal 
method.” Then an early astrological writer 
introduced a method called that of “Por- 
phyry.” Later came the method of Alca- 
bitius. These were followed by certain 
speculations called respectively the methods 
of “Campanus,” of “Regiomontanus,” not 
to mention that of “Morinus” and the Aus- 
tralian astrologer, Zariel, with a few others, 
among these being the semi-arc system as 
revived by Placidus. 

I shall never forget the hours upon hours 
of toil I spent studying these systems in 
what at first. seemed to be a hopeless en- 
deavor to untangle the formidable mass. 
But my toil was not entirely without re- 
ward. I discovered that the “rational sys- 
tem,” that enticingly lovely and perfect 
mathematical system, as well as the “tri- 
section of the prime vertical” method, ail 
so severely beautiful in pure mathematics 
and geometry, would not work anywhere 
nearly so well in actual practice as the 
meek and lowly “semi-arc system,” sup- 
posed to have been trumped up by the 
Italian monk Placidus. This system is 
plainly imperfect mathematically, is ac- 
knowledged to be merely an approximation 
and utterly without any sort of a point of 
merit with one single exception—it works. 

This is the idea. We use methods and 
rules easily shown to have no immediately 
discernable scientific basis. They are not 
glaringly self-evident truths. Indeed, they 
have no perfectly rational explanation, as 
yet. The only merit they have is that they 
seem to work. They get results, though 
this is disputed in certain quarters. 

However, coming down to earth again, 
the ancient system now used by the 
Japanese military command ought to be at 
least to some extent developed in this 
country, if for no other purpose than to 
help keep us informed of what these very 


cunning Orientals are likely to be planning 
in the way of dates. If-our army officers 
do not care to bother with such trivialities 
as planning by astrology for their own 
operations, it might still be worth while 
getting some advance information as to 
what the enemy is planning, even though 
such information has within it some ele- 
ment of fragmentary conjecture. It would 
still be a long step out from behind the 
cloud of absolute Egyptian darkness that 
now enshrouds that important source of 
strategic information. 

No, my dear correspondent, the United 
States government has no state astrologer. 
There is nothing like that in America. We 
are not that far “advanced.” 





We were intrigued by Mr. Weston’s 
rather veiled allusions to an “Ancient 
(secret) System” which he alleges is now in 
use in Germany and Japan, and requested 
more details. 

Mr. Weston replied as follows—also en- 
closing a copy of an article of his which was 
published in the April, 1919, issue of “The 
Adept”: 


Dear Sir: 

I am herewith sending you two pages 
from an old Adept containing one of the 
articles which brought up a storm of blub- 
bering criticism from some _ so-called 
astrologers. You understand I wrote some 
two or three articles, one being the famous 
article on Harry Tracy which Fagan, the 
Irish astrologer, jumped onto kicking with 
both feet. This article was a very simple 
affair published in the Bulletin here, but it 
gave an example of directing under poles 
and that is like waving a red rag in front 
of a mad bull, so it seems. It looks very 
much as if certain interests want to dis- 
credit astrology and hire certain astrologers 
to do the job. I showed how the solar 
primary, under poles, would measure 
almost exactly to most of the events in the 
career of the famous Oregon outlaw Harry 
Tracy, and the howl that Fagan started was 
also taken up by a snide writer in America. 

I argued that the idea simply is that the 
ancient system was that of directing under 
poles, using only four prorogators, and in 
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all cases directing converse. I have good 
reason to believe the Japanese astrologers 
use this same system, but I might not be 
able, at a moment’s notice, to demonstrate 
this fact in an article, or even in a booklet. 
As a matter of fact not much of anything 
can be demonstrated to the complete satis- 
faction of everybody, in astrology or any- 
thing else. 

For example, I showed that the Japanese 
hold their birthday anniversary on Febru- 
ary 11th, simply because that is the place 
in the constellation that the Sun comes to 
the first point of the constellations. This is 
hotly denied by some astrological writers. 
Very well, I don’t care what their opinions 
may be, I merely state the simple, trivial, 
absolutely obvious fact that the Japs use 
the old Chaldean system of the constella- 
tions. On every February 11th, in this age, 
the Sun is at 22° Aquarius, and the Japs 
celebrate it because precession has carried 
the vernal equinox back since their year of 
beginning, 660 B.C., to 22° Aquarius. I 
don’t care an eternal rap what the astrolo- 
gers write, I know this is so and that the 
precession started at near Alpha Arietis, the 
constellations and signs corresponding in 
the year 747 B.C. By Stockwell’s tables 
the “Aquarian age” began in the year 1376, 
and I have been bawled out several times 
for daring to affirm that we have been in 
the Aquarian age for several centuries. My 
article in “Fixed Stars,” published by 
Llewellyn. George some years ago, plainly 
shows this. I possess a copy of Stockwell’s 
tables, which gives the precessional for 
eight thousand years and more and any 
astrologer who wants to argue with me 
about such matters is no not worth bother- 
ing with.

HOW SOME STARS RULE 

By L. H. WEsTon 

In the January Adept, Mr. Armour re- 
marks that the horoscope of Grant is a very 
clear demonstration that the stars do rule, 
and not only that, but they rule in no other 
way but an astrological way, or that is to 
say, an astrological calculation alone would 
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show how and when they rule, and so on. 
Now we know this statement is correct. It 
is true. But how it can be shown to be 
true is a matter of some detail in handling 
the doctrinals and making the calculations. 
To be sure, the calculation must be done in 
technical fashion and under the strict rules, 
but as the technical discussions do not 
appeal to the general reader they are 
usually not printed in a magazine article. 
However, a short technical treatment of the 
point brought up by Armour might be 
worth while to the average student and the 
casual readers may also grasp something 
worth studying if they have any taste at all 
for astrological calculations. 

Armour states certain historical facts 
connected with the life of General Grant, 
that is, he was “retired from the army 
under a cloud” in his 33rd year, and that he 
began his great career as a soldier in the 
War of Secession in the 39th year of his 
age. Now the supposition is that a calcula- 
tion: of the positions of the light of time in 
Grant’s horoscope would show how it hap- 
pened and why it happened that these 
things did so occur in his life and in these 
years of his age. 

We see that the calculation to be made 
must be a progression of the Sun, simply be- 
cause the astrological rules governing the 
calculations of directionals, according to 
Ptolemy, call for that mode of treatment in 
this case. Grant was born on April 27, 
1822, at 5 A.M, in latitude about 39° N. 
The place was Point Pleasant, Ohio. This 
is the record given by his father, according 
to Dr. Broughton. The Sun arose at just 
about 5:06 at Point Pleasant that morning 
(allowing —2 minutes for the annual equa- 
tion of time. Under the rule of Ptolemy 
this will elect the Sun as “prorogator for 
time” and also determine the arc of the 
directional motion to be upon the oblique 
sphere, that is, upon the circle of oblique 
ascension, because the Sun was practically 
onthe ascendant and consequently had no 
pole of position except the common country 
pole of 39° which belongs to the ascendant 
itself. We therefore in this case simply set’ 
the Sun’s arc converse on the circle of the 
oblique ascension of the country’s pole to 
the dates in the life of the native to which 
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we wish to determine aspects, namely, his 
33rd and his 39th years, and we do this 
because we think such an arc ought to 
measure fairly close to some significant 
planetary aspect in the horoscope. 

It will be out of place here for me to go 
over the whole astrological doctrinal re- 
garding this mode of making the requisite 
calculations. Any good astrologer will 
realize in a moment that it is the converse 
oblique arc that is here wanted and that 
one year of life and one degree of arc are 
correspondential or interchangeable quanti- 
ties, under the common and absolutely well 
known rules as printed in nearly all real 
text books on astrology. Those not versed 
in the technical parts of the art:may not 
know why I elect to carry the Sun converse 
by oblique ascension just 33° in order to 
progress it to Grant’s 33rd year in the natal 
horoscope, but the technical student readily 
grasps the import of what I propose to do, 
and I am here writing for the benefit of 
scientists, rather than the common dilet- 
tante. 

In this case the logitude of the Sun will 
be 36°33’ and its declination 13°43’ N. The 
Sun’s right ascension is 34°12’, and with 
these figures we may proceed to compute 
the positions in the following way: 

By the regular rules of trigonometry we 
shall*have for the ascensional difference of 
the Sun

Now by the common and well known 
rules of the text books, in order for us to 
progress the Sun in Grant’s horoscépe to 
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the 33rd year of his age, we have only to 
subtract the 33° from the 22°49’ found 
by our calculation, which leaves 348°11' of 
oblique ascension to which the Sun has pro- 
gressed at the 33rd year of the age. This 
is oblique and the longitude of it will be 
about 10°29’ Pisces, proved in the follow- 
ing way:

We want the sesquiquadrate of this be- 
cause the 33rd year of Grant’s life was con- 
sidered a malevolent one, and we therefore 
simply add 135° to the 10°29’ Pisces and it 
gives us 25°29’ Cancer. Now the Moon in 
Grant’s horoscope was at 25°47’ Cancer, 
being almost exactly the sesquiquadrate 
aspect distant from the Sun progressed to 
the 33rd year of the age. This is consid- 
ered in astrology as one of the most malev- 
olent afflictions that can occur to the “light 
of time,” which means the prorogator used 
to measure arc, in this case the Sun. Grant 
hit bottom in his life’s career at this age and 
under this influence. 

But the man began to climb like a sky- 
rocket in his 39th year. For this we now 
take off 39° from the Sun’s radical oblique 
ascension as at first computed and it leaves 
us 342°11’ as the place of the Sun pro- 
gressed to the 39th year of the age. This is 
oblique, and its longitude we find to be 
0°55’ Pisces, by the process above exempli- 
fied. Now the longitude of Saturn, the lord 
of Grant’s midheaven, was at 0°41’ Taurus 
in the horoscope, a sextile aspect, about the 
most beneficent aspect that can possibly 
occur to a prorogator for business success 
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or professional advancement, namely, the 
light of time sextile the dispositor of the 
midheaven. 

So far, so good, but this man died in his 
63rd year, and we may quite properly ask 
why, in that year? I answer simply be- 
cause the light of time by primary direc- 
tional converse came to the square of 
Saturn. This is easily shown in the follow- 
ing computation, taking the arc to time of 
death as 62°14’.

This is proof past all dispute that in 
Grant’s horoscope the progressed Sun had 
reached the square of Saturn in the 63rd 
year of his age, the year of his death, from 
cancer of the throat, Saturn, the anareta, 
being in the first degree of Taurus in the 
radix, Taurus always governing the throat 
in man. 

Thus we see Grant lost his reputation 
and his career was wrecked at 33, when the 
Sun by directional converse came to the 
sesquiquadrate of the Moon. Then at the 
age of 39 he began to climb right to the 
top professionally under the benign influ- 
ence of Sun to the Lord of his midheaven 
by sextile aspect. He died in no other time 
of life but that when the Sun came to the 
square of Saturn, as computed under the 
ancient rules of the Chaldeans delivered to 
us by Ptolemy. 


In this rather simple example I easily 
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demonstrate that not only is there some 
truth in astrology, but we know something 
about some secret truth. We possess some 
truth. We actually possess the ancient 
Chaldean rules for prophesying future 
events. We have in our hands the same 
power to forecast the future® that the 
ancients in the ages of the sacerdotal 
prophets used, and furthermore we know 
something of how to handle that power, 
but we do not know it all. However, I am 
in a position to state at this time that we 
now see how we can grasp the whole of this 
power. We now know enough to be able 
to take hold at the right place to unravel 
the mysteries of the ages and establish a 
college of astrologers who will be able to 
forecast positively future eventuality for 
both the individuals and the nations of the 
world. But to use a trite though perhaps 
slangy expression, we can’t do it for five 
cents. We are poor, frightfully poor. We 
have not got even a house to keep the rain 
off our books. Singly, alone, almost un- 
known to each other, we work along the 
best we can with the pitiful little fragments 
left us by the ancients. But if we only had 
the capitalistic backing of that fearful 
nightmare, that horrifying incubus, the 
.... No! not that—not that.* 


Apropos the Japanese and Astrology, in 
the summer of 1929 the editor received a 
letter bearing a Washington postdate and 
address from a man who claimed to be a 
former official in the Army Intelligence Bu- 
reau in Washington, which stated that it 
was known that during the Russo-Japanese 
War of 1904-5, the Japanese planned every 
battle by Astrology and every battle re- 
sulted in a Japanese victory. 

The writer further stated that the Army 
Intelligence Bureau was at that time mak- 
ing an effort to accumulate data along this 
line of view to a proper evaluation of its 
possibilities as practical aid in war and a 
request was made for such information as I 
might be able to furnish. I freely gave such 
as I had, which was little enough, and have 
not since heard anything further on the 
matter.

The Progressed Moon Through the Zodiac 


F a previous article, “The Cycle of Ex- 
perience’ (December 1941), the interpre- 
tation of the passage of the progressed 
Moon through the twelve Houses of the 
natal chart has been diseussed. The com- 
plete cycle covers from 27 to 28 years and 
it has been called “the cycle of experi- 
ence” because the passage of the progressed 
Moon through any one House implies that 
the general type of experiences suggested 
by that House will normally attract the 
person’s attention during the period of 
months taken for that passage. The Houses 
of the natal chart represent “fields of ac- 
tivity,” and thus certain categories of ex- 
periences which men have when being 
active in these fields. For instance, the 
seventh House is the specific field for all 
activities implied in intimate human as- 
sociations; the ninth House, for those re- 
ferring to self-expansion, broadening of 
mental perspective, deeper thinking, greater 
understanding, etc. 

As the progressed Moon moves on 
through the series of the twelve Houses in 
its 27-28 year cycle, it moves also succes- 
sively through the twelve Signs of the 
zodiac. It is the same progressed Moon 
which passes through both Houses and 
Signs. It is only a pointer, an index of the 
fact that life moves on, that as a man un- 
folds from birth to death, not only the 
character of his life-experiences changes 
constantly (Houses), but also the nature 
of his. dominant impulses, energies or abili- 
ties (Signs) are continually modified. The 
progressed Moon impassively measures the 
rhythm of these series of modifications in 
the destiny and the character of the per- 
sonality as a whole. The other “progressed 
Planets” prolong as it were the impulsions 
which were integrated at birth into a living 
organism; they give limited indications of

change. But the progressed Moon alone 
tells the complete story of the unfoldment 
of a personalty: symbolically speaking, the 
way the plant grows out of the seed and in 
turn comes to seed—then dies. 
Progressions deal with the internal un- 
foldment of personality. Transits refer 
essentially to the external impacts of so- 
ciety and of the cosmos upon the person- 
ality. Neither of the two can be considered 
alone. Man reacts as well as he acts: the 
two motions are never separated. A person 
is born as a seed of individualized _poten- 
tialities; and that seed should normally 
unfold into the plant of a fulfilled person- 
ality. But the universe does not stop after 
the person’s birth, and all things born there- 
after send their impacts upon the unfolding 
personality, which must react to them. 


. This is the eternal way. 


The Signs of the zodiac represent 
qualities of being and modes of activities. 
On one hand, the Houses refer to that 
through which an individual demonstrates 
his latent powers, the substance of its gifts, 
his abilities, his character. On the other 
hand, the Signs of the zodiac to the very 
materials which are at his disposal since 
birth: the materials and energies of his 
body and of his mental and psychological 
functions, his ability to feel and to meet the 
outer worlds, etc. Man acts in the Houses; 
he acts there with those materials which the 
zodiacal Signs represent. The Houses are 
the frame-work of his activities—they are 
actually mere sections of space. The Signs 
symbolize the substance of his activities. 
The distinction is an absolutely basic one 
in astrology and the following should make 
it clear. Without understanding it clearly, 
no one can hope to make a really signifi- 
cant and coherent use of astrology. 
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Much has been written about the Signs 
of the zodiac, yet the story they tell is 
never completely told. Man grows and 
deepens in understanding; thus the inter- 
pretation he gives to the zodiac also deepens 
and broadens. I hope to publish before long 
in book form an interpretation of the Zodiac 
reaching psychological regions that, to my 
knowledge, have not been touched as yet 
by astrology. Such an interpretation, for- 
mulated in terms of the deeper understand- 
ing of human nature and of psychic 
energies opened up by the great psychol- 
ogists of this century, should be of 
particular significance in relation to the 
passage of the progressed Moon through 
the zodiacal Signs. Therefore I am con- 
densing in brief paragraphs the charac- 
teristics of the Signs according to that 
interpretation. This will enable the student 
to get a better and more usable grasp of 
what should take place while the progressed 
Moon passes through any one of the Signs. 

Again let me stress that “what should 
take place” does not mean “what will hap- 
pen.” When a boy or girl reaches full 
manhood or womanhood, the natural thing 
to happen is for them to use their sexual 
powers—to marry and have a progeny. But 
that does not mean that these things will 
always happen. Likewise in the life of 
every individual there are particular times 
when particular functions—psychological 
as well as physiological, mental as well as 
social—should become dominant, following 
the particular rhythm of that individual’s 
destiny. These functions will then come up 
from a latent condition to one of attempted 
exteriorization.. But whether or not they 
be allowed, by the individual or by society, 
to become fully, vitally, richly exteriorized 
—this is another question. 

The answer to that question may be seen 
in planetary configurations-—natal and 
progressed—in the study of transits, and it 
may depend on factors which our astro- 
logical knowledge can hardly analyze. What 
we are discussing now is not “what will 
happen” but the far more-important and, 
psychologically speaking, the only valuable 
point: What is the most significant step 
ahead? To try to ascertain “what will 











happen” is relatively futile and psychologi- 

cally destructive. _But’to find out the new 
possibility of development just ahead, the 
new opportunity for growth, the most fruit- 
ful field in which to focus one’s activity 
—that is the greatest of all possible dis- 
coveries for any human being; for man’s 
tragedy is that he so often misses his op- 
portunities, that he has the power—the 
tragic ability—to fail to realize the signifi- 
cance of what confronts him. Because of 
that, the full power to understand at every 
moment what it is which, during the next 
hour, day or year, should attract his atten- 
tion if he is to live a life of maximum in- 
tensity and fruitfulness—that power is the 
greatest of all in every human being. To 
understand and to use adequately astrology 
is at least one of the ways to acquire that 
power. Then, after understanding, follows 
the next task: to apply and live up to that 
understanding—perhaps a still more diffi- 
cult task! 

To sum up: As one ascertains the natal 
House in which one’s progressed. Moon is 
located, one learns the “field of activity” 
upon which one should then concentrate 
one’s attention if one is to live a full and 
significant life. As one finds the zodiacal 
Sign through which one’s progressed Moon 
is passing, one discovers the kind of ener- 
gies and the type of function which should 
be used and perfected at that same time if 
one’s actions are to be power-full, and thus 
successful. Where to act—how or with 
what to act: these are the two basic 
problems which man faces at all times. The 
solutions are suggested by the position of 
the progressed Moon respectively in House 
and Sign. There is a third question which 
also presents inself: for what purpose? The 
solution to that can be found theoretically 
in the position of the progressed Sun in 
House, Sign and Degree. 

Let us take President Roosevelt’s chart 
(as given in my article in the last Novem- 
ber issue) as an illustration. His progressed 
Moon came to his postulated Ascendant at 
the end of February 1942, in Virgo. This 
means that through 1941 and the first 
weeks of 1942 his progressed Moon was 
located in the twelfth House. His best and 
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most fruitful “field of activity” was there- 
fore characterized by that House. We refer 
to our study of’the meaning of that House 
in last December issue of this magazine. 
It is a House which means “bondage to a 
future which actually should be the signa- 
ture of one’s true freedom.” It represents 
the “coming to seed” of a cycle and the 
intensive preparation for the new cycle; 
and that process of “coming to seed” is an 
internal one, a marshaling of forces and 
an overcoming of the inertial full of the 
past in preparation for a new cycle of activ- 


y. 

The President instinctively understood 
these things. As a public figure and as the 
symbol of the executive Will of the United 
States, he stressed preparation for new ac- 
tion. He temporized; he avoided a declara- 
tion of war; he strove to break down 
gradually the inertia of those who clung to 
the antiquated concepts of “isolationism” 
and to fire the enthusiasm of the masses 
for a new birth of American destiny. Japan 
struck on December 7, 1941. Does this 
mean that the President’s Moon reached 
then his natal Ascendant? Not necessarily 
indeed. Two months more seem required 
before this occurs. But the official begin- 
ning of hostilities need not represent in 
itself the new departure; for such a be- 
ginning has been made unavoidable by the 
entire cycle of the progressed Moon now 
ending, which -started late in 1914. The 
new beginning should manifest when both 
Roosevelt, the individual, and the Will of 
the United States will have become re- 
polarized in terms of a new sense of destiny. 
This is likely to coincide with the end of the 
ninth year of Roosevelt’s Presidency— 
another important cyclic turning point 
which should affect the spiritual substance 
of his Administration, as 9 is the number of 
spiritual substance and of the “seeding 
process.” 

What, moreover, was the type of energy 
or faculty which has been best for the 
President to use since the winter 1941, 
when his progressed Moon éntered Virgo? 
The keynote of that Sign is: Technical im- 
provement through work and self-con- 
secration to a greater Purpose. And what 
of the “why” of the activity displayed? 














What should‘ be the President’s essential 
purpose and that of the national Will? 
Roosevelt’s progressed Sun is now passing 
through the twelfth degree of Aries in his 
eighth House: thus it suggests the ideals of 
new initiative, of release of new ideas, of 
regeneration. The degree-symbol is (Sabian 
system): A flock of white geese flies over- 
head across clear skies. On that degree 
Mars was stationary through November 
1941; it is a degree of “self-discovery,” of 
idealism, perhaps of premature self-expres- 
sion—but also one that suggests a new 
spiritual perspective, for the “white goose” 
(Hamsa, in Sanskrit) is the symbol of the 
human spiritual Principle in its first stage of 
manifestation. 

Is not the picture thus given significant? 
If any “isolationist” would understand 
astrology, he would cease, on the basis of 
it, to cling to concepts of the past and he 
would bravely face the future and the task 
of incorporating new ideals into the fabric 
of the United States.

My Dear Mr. Clancy: 


1 am writing you a letter on my concep- 
tion of what the God of this universe is 
like, what I believe, in my opinion, he can 
only be.

Why Scorpio, and why 
not Aquarius, Virgo or any other of the 
twelve houses? Because, as astrology itself 
contends, Scorpio is the house of creation, 
regeneration, the house of life and death, 
the Alpha and Omega, and in what other 
sign could God fit so well, then, but in this 
sign? 

Scorpio is both the Via Dolorosa and the 
Via Crucis, and he who has walked along 
these paths must either attain perfection or 
remain in the pit of Hell until he does. Is 
that not what God also must do: seek per- 
fection? But you will say,God is perfect, 


And cabbages and kings. 
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how or why should he then seek perfection? 
Fundamentally, God is perfect since the 
principles of perfection existed in him from 
all time regardless of what shape he existed 
in previous to the time he is born human on 
this earth. But this perfection must be 
brought out in him—yes, by experience. 
This Scorpio does to every Scorpio native, 
if the native struggles hard enough to bring 
this about, and competent astrologers will 
hold with me in this. Scorpio possesses the 
potentialities of perfection, undoubtedly 
more than any other sign of the Zodiac, but 
every honest Scorpio knows how subtly a 
Scorpio can cover his imperfections all the 
time that he is striving for perfection. Be- 
ing a Scorpio myself, I can vouch for the 
above. ; 
Scorpio is both Satan and God, just as he 
is Death and Life. Scorpios, more than 
any of the other signs, plumb the depths of 
the nether regions in their lifetimes, and 
they know what it is to fly the empyrean 
and partake of the ambrosia of the gods. 
Since Scorpio is recognized by all astrolo- 
gers as the house of Death and Regene- 
ration, must it not also be recognized as 
the “House” from which all life originated, 
was created? From “death,” unconscious- 
ness, came “life” and who is so wise that he 
can deny that “life” can come again after 
this present world disintegrates, as it will 
some day? What happened once, the crea- 
tion of life from death, can happen again, 
will happen again, though we can discount 
absurd fairy tales about a “heavenly para- 
dise” where all will be “milk and honey.” 
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Some will ask how a human God, such as 
I picture, can, sans miracles, sans impos- 
sible supernatural powers, create such a 
world as he himself finds himself to be an 
inhabitant of. I do not deny this God great 
powers, since the very essence of Scorpio, 
Death, is entirely creative. Death crea- 
tive? Funny, isn’t it? Can it not be true, 
then, that one Scorpio in particular, can 
contain in himself the very essence of 
‘creative power (the nucleus of which he 
cannot pass on to others), the powers of 
Life and of Death, and that this man, 
though he cannot perform silly miracles, 
cannot cater to asinine “Show me your 
powers if you want me to believe that you 
are God,” could be the one and only true 
God of this universe? Let us remember that 
no matter into how many pieces we cut a 
large piece of newspaper, the first cut will 
always be number one, and the action that 
cut that first piece will be the prime mover 
which belongs into number one exclusively 
but can be used to cut number two, three 
and so on. Thus the powers of God are in 
the inseparable nucleus of God (which is 
what makes him God and distinguishes him 


from other humans), but he can and does . 


spread the powers of the nucleus to all 
other humans. And that nucleus is im- 
mortal, eternal. 

It will be asked how a human God can 
possibly rule this great, vast and “inex- 
plicable” universe. The answer to that 
question is simple; it is that all depends 
on how important you consider a human 
to be in this universe. Do you consider a 


human to be but an insignificant creature - 


in this, vast universe; and do you consider 
him (the average human, and we are all 
average) insignificant because the universe 
is vast? If you think man is but an insig- 
nificant pinhead who should hide himself in 
a hole, that is, upon comparing his “small 
size” with this boundless world, you belong 
to those intelligent, but illogical, groups 
who would bury man because of his size. 
Man is not insignificant, even in compari- 
son with this universe, in spite of the size 
of the universe. This can be proved through 
the fact that this “vast, incomprehensible” 
universe becomes a nonentity to an “insig- 
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nificant” mortal who closes his eyes .. . in. 


Death. Thus, this universe is big, awe- 
inspiring, not because man is insignificant, 
but because insignificant (?) and living 
man has made it so. Man is as big as the 
universe. If man is as big as the universe, 
why shouldn’t a human God be able to rule 
both man and the universe? God can and 
does do both. Though God must manifest 
himself as a@ human being in order to gain 
experience among his fellow creatures, and 
this through suffering, illness, etc., in order 
to understand them himself, in ‘order to 
help them, the powers of God will work 
just as.much and just as effectively after 
God dies (yes, a natural death, or a violent 
one), as they did before he was born on this 
earth of human parents and through nat- 
ural, not inexplicable means.

Miracles contradict 
the laws of Justice, Retribution and Com- 
monsense, and to give God the power to 
perform miracles would be'to make of him 
a spineless ass who would deserve only the 
contempt of man. I cannot consider myself 
a superior marksman if I give a man a bow 
and arrow, while I keep for myself a high- 
powered rifle and ask this man to match his 
skill against mine. But foolish men have 
given God a high-powered rifle, kept for 
themselves bows and arrows, and they still 
have the nerve to accept such a God as @ 
“good, honest sport.” 

Lastly, does God, if he is human, know 
what powers he possesses, and does he know 
the answers to all questions? To the fwst 
we can only say that God will know his 
powers, what can be done with them, as he 
gains experience in his earthly life. “To 
him who seeks, power is given.” As for the 
second question, the answer must honestly 
be made that God cannot know the answers 
to all questions, especially silly questions, 
and that a few keys, if they are fashioned 
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in the right way, can open many doors. God 
has those few keys; and experience will 
teach him how to use them when they are 
most needed. 

Such is my Scorpio God, Mr. Clancy. 
He can be a very nasty fellow while he is 
growing up, but his godly qualities are re- 
vealed as he stumbles over countless ob- 
stacles and obstructions toward his goal... 
and God bless him who would stop him! ! 1

ANSWER: The name “Lucifer” is not 
a star; it refers to the planet Venus. This 
is according to the dictionary, It (Lucifer) 
is not used in astronomy that way. It is 
supposed to apply when Venus is a ‘“‘morn- 
ing star”—that is, rising in the east before 
the sun. 

Venus was “evening star” until Feb. 
2nd, after which it became visible as 
“morning star.” Around January 23rd 
Venus was seen in the southwestern sky 
just after sunset, going rapidly toward the 
sun, to become suddenly invisible a few 
days later. 

None of the planets can ever “hit the 
earth” as they are confined to their own 
orbits which became settled or essentially 
fixed eons ago.

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So for further study this adds another 
differing authority on this subject of Plane- 
tary Colors to the enclosed list which I 
submit for closer study by B. W. D. and 
others of your readers who are interested. 
1 am submitting this data, which I have 
gathered in the past, because I assume from 
B. D. W.’s query he may really be inter- 
ested in knowing ,the color association the 
‘different planets have with relation to a 
particular color; and possibly along this 
line of reasoning just what effect a definite 
color attributed to a planet may have in 
an individual’ lifetime. 
Except with relation to the planets Sut- 


urn and Mars, on which all agree, there is 
a vagied opinion on each of the others. 


To be sure, planetary influence on color 
is there, and with proper study, investiga- 
tion and test, it can be proven in this 
way— (a) from the native’s horoscope note 
the ruler of the sign in the ascendent, or 
(b) ascertain under what sign of the 
Zodiac the native was born. If under 
Gemini or Virgo, the ruler is Mercury; 
under Sagittarius or Pisces, ruler is Jupiter, 
etc. Where the ruler is Mercury, see wheth- 
er any shade or tone or solid color of green 
is more preferred by the native, or whether 
such colors when worn are more becoming 
or harmonizing to the personality and effec- 
tive to the appearance. So in the case of 
the Jupiter influence—the preference would 
lean more to pale yellow, also very pale 
sky blue, or combination of these, rather 
than to other colors.

I am just a bit puzzled because I under- 
stand a sextile is a 60° aspect and a trine 
a 120° aspect.

ber 3rd yet is shown in the aspectarian as 
trine Uranus at 55° 37’, and on December 
5th, Venus reaches 302° yet trines Neptune 
at 180° 12’. Why doesn’t Right Ascension 
agree with Geocentric Longitude?

ANSWER: There are two commonly 
used systems of coordinates or networks 
that cover the sky, with which to locate 
objects on the celestial sphere. One of these 


systems is that of celestial longitude and . 


latitude. If you use these coordinates, you 
will be able to use the aspects with respect 
to longtitude. This is the kind of aspect 
which we give in the American Astrology 
Ephemeris. 

Another system of coordinates is that of 
right ascension and declination. If you use 


this system, you must use the aspects with 


respect to right ascension. We do not give 
the aspects as to right ascension in our 


ephemeris, because apparently most per- 


sons believe that the longitude aspects are 
the ones which are preferable. 


The aspects in one system cannot be 
used with coordinates in the other system, 
because the two networks are inclined to 
one another on the celestial sphere by the 
amount of the obliquity of the ecliptic; and 
except at certain places, the right ascension 


of a planet does not correspond exactly 
with the longitude.

Rudyard Kipling’s Prophetic Vision of Man’s Conquest 
of Time and Space

(No one has visualized so graphically as 
Rudyard Kipling the changes that the jde- 
velopment of aerial navigation is bound to 
bring about in human relations and human 
conceptions. Man’s mastery of time and 
space, with which he dealt so imaginatively 
and convincingly in “With the Night 
Mail,” furnished the theme of an address 
recently delivered by this most famous of 
living English writers before the Royal 
Geographical Society, from which the fol- 
lowing extracts are taken.—Editor) 


“The time is near when men will receive 
their normal impressions of a new country 
suddenly and in plan, not gradually and in 
perspective; when the most extreme dis- 
tances will be brought within the compass 
of one week’s travel; when the word “inac- 
cessible,” as applied to any given spot on 
the surface of the globe, will cease to have 
any meaning. ; 

“Naturally so long as we travel by sea, 
we must embark from a port and look out 
for the landfalls. But the time is not far 
off when the traveler will know and care 
just as little whether he is over sea or land 
as we today know and care whether our 
steamer is over forty fathoms or the Tus- 
carora Deep. Then we shall hear the lost 
ports of New York and Bombay howling 
like Tarshish and Tyre. Incidentally, too, 
we Shall change all our mental pictures of 
travel. 

“The men of the present are already 
scouting and reporting along the fantastic 
skyline of the future. Nearly all that can 
be accomplished by the old means of ex- 
ploration has been won, The old mechan- 
ism has been scrapped; the moods and 
emotions that went with it must follow. 
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“Up to the present we have been forced 
to move in two dimensions by the help of 
the three beasts of burden and a few live 
coals in a pot, Now we perceive that we 
can move in three dimensions and the pos- 
sibilities of cur new freedom distract and 
disturb us in all our relations. This is be- 
cause our minds are still hobbled and knee- 
haltered by inherited memories of what 
were held to be immutable facts—distance, 
height and depth, separation, homesick- 
ness, the fear of accident and foul weather. 

“Month by month the earth shrinks 
actually and, what is more important, in 
imagination. For the moment, but only 
for the moment, the new machines are out- 
stripping mankind. We have cut down 
enormously, we shall cut down incon- 
ceivably, the world’s conception of time 
and space, which is the big flywheel of the 
world’s progress, What wonder that the 
great world-engine which we call civiliza- 
tion should race and heat a little! 

“Only the spirit of man carries on unal- 
tered and unappeasable. There will arise

risks to be met, as cruel as any that Hud- 
son or Scott faced; dreams, as worldwide 
as those Columbus or Cecil Rhodes 
dreamed, to be made good or to die for;

Mars’ Transits In Relation To Your Chart 
During May, June and July, 1942. 


Marc Edmund Jones 


‘_ general nature of Mars in its 
transit through the heavens for the year 
1942 was described in the preceding ar- 
ticle.* That article gave the influence of 
the important aspects of Mars occurring 
during the first quarter, including the con- 
junction of Mars to Jupiter of April 3rd, 
and the interpretation of Mars conjunc- 
tions in relation to the houses of your chart, 
It also charted the relations of the transit- 
ing Mars during the quarter to the four 
slow-moving planets whose orbits lie next 
beyond its own, and to the sun according 
to your birthday. The general meaning of 
the Mars transits over the points of con- 


junction and opposition to the great plan- . 


ets was given at that time. 

In the present quarter, Mars comes to 
its conjunction with Pluto on June 20th in 
Leo 4° 20’, a configuration of importance 
because the fixed signs are especially em- 
phasized at the present moment of major 
transition in world histofy. This particular 
degree of the fixed signs has not been @c- 
centuated as greatly as the latter degrees 
but this point had a preliminary stress 


when Venus in Aquarius went direct within , 


71’ of an exact opposition on February 
23rd, one day before the Mars conjunction 
to Saturn in Taurus. Pluto turns direct 
within an approximate half-degree of this 
point in April, 1943, so that the Mars in- 
fluence of the aspect tends to contribute to 
large-scale events that may be expected to 
culminate within another year. It must be

remembered that Pluto occupies the posi- 
tion opposite to the place it holds in the 
United States chart, that is, within a very 
wide orb for 1776, but exact immediately 
prior to the peace treaty by which the 
country gained its independence. 


This aspect suggests the climax of a 
complete shift in the attitude of people: 
towards the meaning of American liberty, 
and of the responsibility placed on the 
shoulders of the average individual. What 
was taken idealistically under Aquarius, 
and accepted more or less as a gift from 
circumstances, under Leo becomes much 
more realistic and a matter of something 
to be accepted personally, to be fought for 
and struggled for if it is to. be enjoyed. 
This aspect for the United States strength- 
ens what astrologers have long heralded as 
“revolution,” but it also indicates that this 
revolution may be much more a matter of 
idea and understanding, or of general atti- 
tude, than any bloody overturn or any 
appreciable change in the political struc- 
ture and the method of government. Cer- 
tainly a tremendous spiritual revolution is 
under way, and this may. well culminate 
by June 20th, especially after the distinct 
indications for decisive change under the 
lunation of May 15th. The full moon of 
July 27th emphasizes this point in Leo 
critically, and summer time may perhaps 
mark the beginning of a full realization of 
events, and their meaning, on the part of 
people. generally.

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In the Light of 
Mars Alignments and Mercury Transits 
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The New Dimension.in Astrology

| the planet of communica- 
tions and transportation, rules Gemini, the 
sign accepted by many astrologers as the 
Ascendant of the United States, and there- 
fore, the transits of Mercury across the disc 
of the Sun might be expected to play an 
important part in the history of our 
country. Thus when presidential elections 
coincide with a Mercury Transit, the ad- 
ministration is singled out as exceptional, 
and those which coincide with a Transit 
that is visible in the United States are 
especially important in relation to the de- 
velopment of Mercury projects. 

Three Mercury Transits have been visible 
in this country since the beginning of our 
constitutional government—those of No- 
vember 7, 1848, November 3, 1868 and 
November 11, 1940. The next visible 
Mercury Transit will occur near the 1960 
election. Transits occur at presidential 
elections at alternative intervals of twenty 


. and seventy-two years, or once in 46 years 


on an average, but they are not always 
visible in this country. Actually, there are 
six Transits during 46 years, the other five 
coming in May, or non-election Novem- 
bers. 

According to Muzzey’s “American His- 
tory,” the period following the elections of 
1848 and 1868 witnessed the marked ex- 
pansion of the railroads, the opening up 
of the Midwest after 1848, and of the Far 
West after 1868, For instance, the rail- 
roads almost tripled their mileage in the 
decade following 1848, when the New York 
Central, the Erie, the Baltimore and Ohio,

and the Pennsylvania Railroads became 
connected with the Ohio River Valley and 
Great Lakes sections. During this same 
period, the U. S. signed the Clayton-Bul- 
wer Treaty with Britain which was a pre- 
liminary agreement as to the control of 
any future canal across the Central Ameti- 
can Isthmus. There was also a tremendous 
wave of immigration to this country due 
to the European revolutions of 1848. In 
1849 the teletype first came into commer- 
cial use, all traditionally Mercury matters. 

During Grant’s administration—elected 
1868 and 1872—our Government granted 
immense subsidies of land and money to 
the railroads. The Pacific railroads re- 
ceived 100,000,000 acres of right-of-way 
and some $60,000,000 in loans of Govern- 
ment bonds. The most outstanding’ event, 
however, was the junction of the Union and 
Central Pacific lines on May 10, 1869—for 
the first time a railroad spanned a con- 
tinent. 

The foregoing transits were visible in 
this country, but the administration fol- 
lowing every “Mercury Transit election” 
are also marked by communication devel- 
opments, In 1828 there was a Mercury 
conjunction in November that just missed 
being a Transit. Andrew Jackson began to 
serve his first term in 1829. He had te 
ceived more electoral votes in 1824 than 
his opponent, but when the election was 
thrown into the House of Representatives, 
it was decided in favor of Adams. Since 
Jackson was re-elected in 1832, he is to 
date the only man except Roosevelt to be 
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actually elected three times. During his 
first term, steam railroads went into opera- 
tion in the U. S. 

Thus the growth of our country through 
the expansion of its railroads may be traced 
through the Nineteenth Century at 20-year 
intervals: 1828, 1848, and 1868. In our 
own century the years 1920, 1940, and 1960 
form a similar series, with the 1920 Mer- 
cury conjunction in November not quite a 
transit as in 1828. The returns from the 
November 2, 1920 election were broadcast 
by radio, the first radio program of the 
sustaining type in this country. Due to 
aviation’s development during the World 
War, this post-war period saw the incep- 
tion of commercial aviation. On the record 
we might expect that the present Twentieth 
Century will see an analogous growth of the 
U. S. through the expansion of its transpor- 
tation and communication facilities in the 
air, i.e. aviation and radio. 

When Mercury is on the far side of the 
Sun, in conjunction to it and lined up with 
the earth and Sun (its latitude must be less 
than 16’—which we term an alignment) it 
is eclipsed by the Sun. Such was the case 
at the elections of 1824 (borderline), 1844, 
1864, and 1884. The Erie Canal was 
opened in 1825 and the first trans-Atlantic 
steamboat passage without the aid of sail 
in 1827. In 1846 we signed a treaty with 
New Granada (now Colombia) for a canal 
across the Central American Isthmus. The 
Rotary press was invented that year also. 
In 1847 the first postage stamp came into 
use in the U.S. In 1865 the web-press was 
invented, and in 1867 block-signals. In 
1868 the first successful trans-Atlantic 
cable went into operation. In 1885 the 
first electric street car line was inaugurated 
in Baltimore. In 1884 the first scanning 
disk, used in television, and the fountain 
pen were invented. In 1893 during Cleve- 
land’s second Administration, the first gas- 
oline buggy—Duryea’s—went through its 
first pulling tests. Note that the inventions 
and innovations are all Mercurial. There 
was a Mercury Tfansit on November 10, 
1894, Rural Free Delivery commenced in 
1896, Langley invented the first experi- 
mental aeroplane in 1896. Not all com- 









munication and transportation inventions 
came in administrations controlled by Mer- 
cury transits, but at least 80% of them 
have done so. Morse’s telegraph in 1832 
followed the 1828 near Transit; the electric 
locomotive in 1851 and the elevator in 
1852 followed the 1848 Transit; the air- 
brake in 1869 (trains) and the automatie 
car-coupler in 1873 came after the 1868 
Transit; the quadruplex telegraph came in 
1874 and the Bell telephone in 1876. 

Generally speaking, inventions distin- 
guish administrations controlled by Mer- 
cury Transits on the far side of the Sun. 
The large scale development of earlier 
inventions in the field of transportation 
distinguishes the near or visible type of 
Transit. The 1936 election marked the 
beginning of a series of far side “Transits” 
—this particular one being borderline— 
and transatlantic aviation and television 
have been inaugurated since then. There 
will be other far side Transits in 1956, 
1976 and 1996. 


The only other planet which can “Tran- 
sit” at election time is Mars. Mars is tra- 
ditionally assigned the rulership of military 
affairs, conflict, violence, accidents, and the 
general use of force and authority. There 
are reasons to believe that it also governs 
business in the sense of “drive” and “de- 
cision,” and that power in the sense of 
material resources is also at least partially 
under its sway. The “Transit” occurs 
when Mars is conjunct the Sun on the far 
side and has a latitude of less than 16’. 
This opposition type transit occurred on 
Nov. 11, 1800. The election between Jef- 
ferson and Burr on Nov. 11th wasa tie. In 
1802 (Mar. 16) West Point was founded, 
an important military innovation. In 1803 
the Louisiana Purchase doubled the original 
area of our country. In 1803 the method 
of electing the President and Vice-Presi- 
dent was changed by an Act of Congress, 
a direct effect of the prior election tie. 
These events may be considered to have 
been prefigured by the Mars opposition at 
election. 

Since Mars returns almost to the same 
position at the end of 32 years, there was

Night herself. Many of their effects upon 
this mundane sphere having been noticed 
to be the same in principle, it can occasion 
no surprise that all three planets manifest as 
harmoniously through Pisces as they do 
through Cancer. The jovial characteristics 
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guished for its love 
of peace and for its utopian ideas that 
spring from a nature basically optimistic, 
for a pronounced inclination toward some 
form of psychism, for the occult and the 
mystical, for a love of water sports joined to 
a preference for travel by water, and for its 
excellent financial aptitudes, usually reen- 
forced by the ability to save the money made. 
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It has, however, frequently been ob- 
served that Jupiter’s full effect on the life, 
whether for good or ill, is rarely felt at all 
forcibly until middle age and after, more 
especially should he be placed in the Fourth 
House in the Nativity or in Cancer, the 
fourth Sign of the Zodiac. The reason for 
this. is that the realm of the Fourth, 
the nadir of our Circle of Necessity, bears a 
definite relation to old age, Cancer being 
related thereto in its quality of fourth zo- 
diacal Sign. I might mention the fact that 
for every occult fundament there is a well- 
grounded analogy in Nature, moreover one 
that is distinctly traceable for anyone who 
will take the trouble to run it down. This 
as applied to the exoteric, behind which the 
esoteric principle is veiled from common 
knowledge, even as the prophet Ezekiel im- 
plied when he spoke of his yision of the 
“four who had one likeness, as if a wheel 
had been in the midst of a wheel” (Ezekiel 
X:10). 

In Cancer, Jupiter promotes a marked 
preference for one’s own hearthside. The 
native is, moreover, joined to his mother 
by the very closest ties of affection and is 
even distinguished by the strength of his 
attachment to her. It is almost needless 
to remark that this trait in one marriage 
partner can and frequently does become 
quite troublesorfie to the other, being the 
origin of all mother-in-law trouble and of 
the jokes and arguments to be derived 
therefrom! 

When not seriously afflicted, Jupiter in 
Cancer is often the index pointing toward 
much practical help to be derived from 
one’s parents during life and, too, that 
ultimately one can expect to inherit ma- 
terially from at least one or the other of 
them. 

The Lord of Supply, when posited in the 
Sign of the Scarabaeus, very decidedly 
stimulates the native’s ambition toward the 
attainment of a definite worldly success, 
besides becoming the significator of fortu- 
nate investments in houses and real estate, 
in mines and other property of a similar 
nature, and so that, particularly after the 
forty-fifth year, the native should find him- 


self rather well-to-do under ordinary cir- 
cumstances. 

When in Cancer at birth, Jupiter usually 
motivates a strong preference for public 
activities, displays an appreciation of the 
arts and letters, fosters cultured amuse- 
ments and an interest in matters connected 
with public welfare (Cancer, the citizen’s 
Sign), and tends toward an appreciation 
of life in general. It is an intensely pa- 
triotic vibration and one that is particu- 
larly harmonious with the principles of 
our American government. 


Peaceful End of Life 


When in the Sign of the Summer Solstice, 
the Lord of Peace foreshadows an honor- 
able and a peaceful end to life, usually 
either abroad or at least far from the na- 
tive’s birthplace. 

In Cancer, Jupiter has one distinct draw- 
back, however, in that when at all heavily 
afflicted, particularly by either the Moon, 
Mars, Saturn or Neptune, he inclines his 
native to gourmandizing and gluttony, and 
should his adverse aspects be at all severe, 
his vibration may tend to corrupt the blood, 
causing such diseases, tumors and noxious 
growths as usually result from alimentary 
over-indulgence. Thus the diseases stem- 
ming from Jupiter in Cancer are such as are 
either directly or indirectly derived from 
gluttony and its accompanying vices, such 
as digestive ailments, high blood pressure, 
dipsomania and the like. Under a close 
square, say from Mars, Saturn or Uranus 
in Aries, Jupiter in Cancer might propose 
a tendency toward cancerous growths. 
There are many recorded instances attesting 
to his action in this respect. 

Jupiter, when posited at birth in the Sign 
of John the Beloved Disciple, is significant 
of a general comfort and contentment 
throughout life, besides being the harbinger 
of a peaceful age and the happy assurance 
of a peaceful passage to the nether shore. 
He cautions his natives against over-in- 
dulgence in the pleasures of the table, pro- 
posing instead the safe rule of moderation 
in all things. His keyword is Charity; 
his impulse, Sympathy.

AN EXPLORATION IN ASTROLOGY

Revelation IV: 7: “And the first beast was like a lion, and the second beast was 
like a calf, and the third beast had a face like a man, and the fourth best was like a 


flying eagle.” 
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V V HEN Chaldean shepherds first be- 
gan to study the path of the planets thru 
the heavens, the vernal equinox took place 
in Taurus. The beautiful and vivid design 
of the bull’s head against the night was for 
them the beginning of the Zodiac, just as 
spring was the beginning of the year, or 
dawn the beginning of the day. 

They must have known the order of the 

‘planets outward from the Sun (at least as 
far as Saturn, which they thought to be 


the outermost), for they arranged the 
rulerships of the Signs in like sequence. 
They must have conceived of standing on 
the earth with the noonday sun of summer 
overhead, and the cald of winter and the 
outer darkness personified by Saturn un- 
derneath and thru the earth. Above the 
horizon they placed the two planets, Mer- 
cury and Venus, between Earth and Sun in 
correct order; below the .horizon they 
placed -the two planets Mars and Jupiter 
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between Earth and Saturn in correct order. 
And as each of the Signs to be ruled over 
has an alternating plus or minus charge, so 
it is the negative or feminine side of each 
planet that rules a negative Sign, and the 
positive side a positive Sign. The negative 
side of the Sun is represented by the Moon. 
And so we’get a clear picture of the ruler- 
ships as they have been taught for thou- 
sands of years, until our telescopes revealed 
three more planets beyond Saturn which 
the ancients did not have to take into con- 
sideration as rulers. 


A glance at the chart will explain more 
vividly than words the arrangement of the 
rulerships that have not changed down the 
ages. The word minus or negative has no 
more derogatory implication than the word 
feminine. In electricity a minus charge is 
just as important as a plus charge, just as 
a woman is as important as a man. Most 
of the planets seem to carry both charges. 
They are both masculine and feminine. 
Only the Sun and Uranus are purely mascu- 
line; the Moon and Neptune purely femi- 
nine. 


The great wheel of the seasons seems to 
work like a dynamo with twelve alter- 
nating points, and the months click around 
from masculine Aries to feminine Taurus to 
masculine Gemini to feminine Cancer to 
masculine Leo, and so around the Zodiac. 
When the spring Equinox was in Taurus, 
the year started with a feminine earth Sign. 
This was the great Festival of Marriage, of 
mating lovers, partly surviving as our 
Easter and partly as our May-day. The 
ancients gave presents then to young 
people, and worshipped at the shrine of the 
goddess of love and beauty—the Freya of 
the Nordics, the Astarte, Aphrodite, or 
Venus of the Mediterranean. Then three 
months later, with summer, came the Feast 
of the Sun God, Lugh the God of Light, 
Appolo or Helios. Then children gave 
presents to their parents as we still do on 
our Mother’s and Father’s Days. 


Three months later came the Harvest 
Festival, when Mars the grim reaper was 
honored and people gave presents to their 
grandparents and the old folks; and the 
dead were supposed to come back for a 





night. This was Hallowe’en, still observed 
down the ages, and All Saints’ Day; the 
martian fires are still lit and the leaves 
turn rusty red, and the Scorpion begins to 
sting. 

Three months later, at what was then 
the Winter Solstice, when Saturn had laid 
his chilly hand on all life, came paradoxi- 
cally the Feast of Children, which still sur- 
vives in our Christmas and the Feast of 
Innocents. Here Saturn fulfills in January 
his unexpected aspect of Janus, the Gate- 
Keeper. Nine months after the Feast of 
Marriage, the human seed bears fruit, and 
Saturn has sufficiently coalesced and hard- 
ened the skeleton to allow the child to force 
its way thru the Portals of Life to take its 
place in this material world. In a wider 
sense of the clock of ages, and in reverse, 
this cusp of Aquarius and Capricorn is the 
beginning and the end of that 25,000-year 
cycle of the Precession of the Equinoxes, 
the Golden Age of Saturn, the Age of Inno- 
cence which was and is to be—the New 
Year’s Day of the Great Cycle. 


The Druids called this day the Feast of 
Bel, which was their form of Baal, another 
aspect of Saturn, Presents were given to 
children. And thus the Four Ages of Man 
were honored at the Four Divisions of the 
year, which incidentally seems a wiser way 
of distributing presents than our modern, 
almost meaningless, exchange of gifts at 
Christmas. 

These four fixed Signs, which used to be 
the cardinal Signs of the Zodiac, are repre- 
sented in the Bible as the Four Beasts that 
uphold the Throne of God, the Four Gos- 
pels: the winged Bull of St. Luke (Tau- 
rus); the winged Lion of St. Mark (Leo); 
the Eagle of St. John (spiritual aspect of 
Scorpio) ; and the Angel (Aquarius) of St. 
Matthew. 


Now of course the Equinox has moved, 
and with it many of the Feasts; but it is 
necessary to get a picture of the whole year 
as it was in the Taurian Age, in order to 
visualize how neatly the rulerships work 
out. Starting at the gates of Janus (Saturn) 
in what might be called the one-dimen- 
sional, or mineral, earthiness of Saturn, the 
year ticks up toward the Sun clockwise 
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thru the two-dimensional, or vegetable 
(expanding), aspects of Jupiter to the 
three-dimensional, or animal, evolution of 
Mars. A stone (Saturn) in this sense has 
only one dimension, A vegetable (Jupiter) 
has the added dimension of being able to 
grow and seed itself. An animal (Mars) 
has the third dimension added of being able 
to move in space. All this beneath the 
horizon of Man, anterior to Man so to 
speak, as the paths of the outer planets 
are behind a man looking toward the Sun. 

Between him and that Sun lie Venus and 
Mercury, representing the added dimen- 
sions of Loving and Reasoning. And finally, 
at the top of the dial (to speak figura- 
tively) are the Luminaries, the feminine 
and masculine aspects of a man’s Essential 
Self. And then a Cycle, whether of ages 
or of years or hours, being circular, returns 
downward, thru the same sequence of ruler- 
ships, back to Saturn which is the begin- 
ning and the end. 

Such was the concept of the ancients be- 
fore modern science brought us the knowl- 
edge of the three planets beyond the rings 
of Saturn. In a sense, as the first five 





planets, plus the Luminaries, are all we can 
perceive with our naked eye, only these can 
act on our conscious selves, and the ruler- 
ships of the ancients still hold. The three 
other planets, all below the horizon from 
the point of view of the accompanying 
chart, symbolize and influence the subcon- 
scious mind and the collective. We have 
thousands of years of pragmatic hypothesis 
to judge the influence of planets we can 
see. But Uranus was only discovered the 
year the United States was born; Neptune 
during the revolutions of 1848; and Pluto 
at the birth of Nazi Germany (Pluto is said 
to rule gangsters). We can only guess 
from limited evidence exactly what phases 
of our life these planets symbolize and 
influence, let alone which Signs, if any, 
these planets rule. This much seems cer- 
tain, that they must, unless the age-old 
concept was quite wrong, only share in the 
rulership with thoge whose rulerships have 
been so amply proven by the pragmatic 
evidence of at least five thousand yeafs. 

So far, most astrologers concede that 
Uranus has most ‘influence in Aquarius, 
Neptune in Pisces, and Pluto in Scorpio. 
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Some would go so far as to give them un- 
disputed rulership of these signs. But it 
seems unlikely that Astrology would have 
worked so well under the neat old system 
if this were so, Jupiter seems to fit the 
highly religious Pisces in his negative side 
just as well as he does the legalistic Sagit- 
tarius in his positive aspect. So Saturn in 
his positive aspect rules the profound men- 
tal Sign of Aquarius, just as in his negative 
side he represents the feminine earthy 
quality of Capricorn. 


It seems to me that the Signs above the 
horizon of this chart are clear, and each is 
under but a single rulership. But when we 
look below the horizon, we find all the 
Signs equally unclear as to rulership, Just 
as Pisces seems to be ruled by Jupiter with 
Neptune behind the throne, so I think we 
find something equally non-Jovian lurking 
behind Jupiter’s throne in Sagittarius. And 
I would like all astrologers to look care- 
fully to see if that shadowy god might 
not be Uranus. 


Neptune bears the same relationship to 
the Moon as Uranus to the Sun, or as 
occultism does to mysticism. One is active 
and the other passive. But those astrologers 
who admit that Uranus co-rules Aquarius 
would never say that Uranus was exalted 
in Leo, in spite of this obvious relationship 
to the Sun. Capricorn and Aquarius are 
complementary to Cancer and Leo, just as” 
winter is complementary to summer. Thus 
Capricorn, opposite Cancer, represents the 
Moon-side of Saturn which would have an 
affinity for Neptune, just as Aquarius, the 
Sun-side of Saturn, would have an affinity 
But I think it as great an 
error to suppose Neptune’ to be exalted in 
the Moon-sign Cancer as to imagine Uranus 
exalted in Leo. . 


Neptune and Uranus, unlike other 
planets, seem to belong to harmonious 
pairs of elements—Uranus to masculine 
air and fire (electricity) and Neptune to 
feminine water and earth (psychic force or 
ectoplasm). ‘They form as definite a pair- 
of-opposites as the Sun and Moon, Where- 
as. Pluto, akin to Mars, probably is like- 
wise a ruler of opposites (fire and water). 
So, for the sake of posing an idea, let us 
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advance the hypothesis that Pluto shares 
both the Martian Signs, ,;whereas Uranus 
shares only Jupiter’s and Saturn’s mascu- 
line Signs while Neptune co-rules only their 
feminine Signs. 

Of course, it might be argued, for the 
sake of symmetry, that Uranus co-rules 
only with Saturn, Neptune with Jupiter. 
But that does not seem to be “the nature 
of these beasts.” And besides, there are 
other hints that we ought not to ignore. 
Capricorn has a fish’s tail. The goat part 
of it certainly represents Saturn (the Satan 
of medieval folk-lore and the Walpurgis- 
nacht); but what is the significance of the 
fish’s tail if not a hint that Neptune lurks 
somewhere in the background? Capri- 
cornians, under their shell of earthy ma- 
terialism, are often the most profound 
mystics. The Jews, who are said to be 
collectively under Capricorn, have pro- 
duced the Christs as well as the Shylocks 
of the ages. 


Similarly the Centaur symbol of Sagit- 
tarius carries the arrow of lightning (elec- 
tricity) which symbolizes Uranus. I would 
ask astrologers to look carefully among 
their Sagittarian clients and see if they do 
not detect a distinct Uranian quality— 
even among those-who have not been born 
while Uranus was in Sagittarius. Inci- 
dentally, the Ninth House symbolizes the 
Higher Mind, which could be as Uranian 
as Jupiterian. 

So we have the concept of a negative 
Jupiter under Neptunian influence ruling 
Pisces, which fits the picture perfectly, 
and a positive Jupiter under Uranian influ- 
ence ruling Sagittarius, which seems to me, 
from what one knows of the nature of the 
Centaur, to be just as apt. So also we 
have a positive or masculine Saturn under a 
Uranian influence governing Aquarius, sym- 
bol of the New Age. And a negative vain 
capricious Saturn with Neptune co-ruling 


_Capricorn, the Goat with the fish’s tail. 


Pluto’s power behind the throne of Scor- 
pio is too evident to miss. This Eighth 
Sign of Death, this month of Hallowe’en 
and All Souls’ Day, is certainly the place 
for the God of the Underworld. But as we

The Problem of “Combust Planets”

ale textbooks invariably re- 
fer to “combust” planets. Most of them 
state that when Mercury is within from 3 
to 10 degrees of conjunction the Sun, the 
powers of Mercury (which principally 
affect the intellectual faculties and motor 
mechanism) are “burnt up” or destroyed. 
This undoubtedly occurs sometimes, as may 
be found from records of maternity hos- 
pitals and other children’s — institutions. 
Public records of such cases are difficult to 
obtain, as conditions often require segrega- 
tion, or an early death occurs, and there is 
seldom anything of a public nature to call 
attention to them. 

Then again we find some of the mental 
giants of our own time have Mercury in 
this position. I will mention two in par- 
ticular. Thomas A. Edison, the noted in- 
ventor, was born on February 12, 1847, 
with the Sun in 23° Aquarius and Mercury 
in 20°, only 3° apart, and C. W. Lead- 
beater, the well-known Theosophist, was 
born on the 17th of February, the same 
year, and had the Sun in 28° 13’ and 
Mercury in 28° 54’ Aquarius, only 41’ 
apart, both of which are well within the 
limits of the rule. These were superior 
conjunctions of Sun and Mercury. Both 
these men may have had defects of char- 
acter or lack in some line, but compared 
with the average citizen, neither of them 
could be correctly classed as deficient in 
Mercurial intellectual capacity or physical 
skill, yet the textbook rule would preclude 
such abilities. 

Now there must be reasons for these 
conflicts and negations of the rule, apart 
from any other aspects to Mercury or the 
Sun, which might of course add to or 


detract from the primary problem. Astro- 
physics supplies the answer to the question 
of these diverse effects from one rule, and 
shows the need for mose knowledge of the 
celestial conditions of the moment than the 
one fact from the ephemeris of a conjunc- 
tion of Mercury with the Sun, or of being 
“combust.” The same laws and factors 
apply of course to Venus, the other planet 
inside the Earth’s orbit, so no further 
reference will be made to it, except to re- 
mind that Venus reflects energies that affect 
the emotional and affectional faculties and 
their physical means of expression, instead 
of the intellectual and rationalizing. 

Diagram 3 shows the Sun at the center 
of our solar system. On the inner circle, 
Mercury is shown at four different positions 
—inferior conjunction of the Sun (geocen- 
tric) at 1; superior conjunction at 2; and at 
the two farthest elongatioris west and east 
at 3 and 4. Shading shows the dark side 
of the planet, and the blank space the side 
which is reflecting the sun’s radiations. At 
1, we on the earth get no Mercury reflection 
of solar radiations, altho the planet is - 
then the nearest to the earth in its cycle. 
As it speeds on its 88 day orbit, gradually 
increasing its solar reflection on the Earth, 
it comes to its greatest elongation west, 
(3) about the time almanacs say at its 
“greatest brilliancy,” its light being over- 
come later, by the Sun’s conjunction at 2, 
when, altho farthest from the earth, it 
reflects the Sun’s radiations most fully on 
us, altho we cannot see the planet itself 
then on account of the brilliance of the 
sun’s beams. From there it goes to greatest 
elongation east at 4 and greatest brilliancy 
again, and then back to 1. 
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While not denying other possible plane- 
tary emanations, we are dealing only with 
solar radiations and their lunar and plane- 
tary reflections as the forces of astrology, 

‘it will be obvious from inspection of dia- 
gram 3 that altho no distinction is made in 
astrological textbooks between the power 
of an inferior and a superior conjunction of 
Mercury and the Sun, there actually is all 
the difference between no solar energies 
reflected by Mercury on the Earth and the 
greatest possible amount. One needs there- 
fore, to find which kind of conjunction was 
in effect before passing judgment as to the 
type of Mercurial facility the native of a 
chart will exhibit. In the case of mental 
defectives who have this particular position 
in their charts, it will be found that almost 

x \ invariably the conjunction was inferior, 
\ ve f lected rays from¥ when there is no reflection of solar light or 
onlearth other energies on the Earth by Mercury. 
In the cases of Edison and Leadbeater, the 
conjunctions were superior, which brought 
the full power of Mercury’s reflection of 
solar energies into the chart. In the former 
cases the planet, while not exactly “burnt 
up,” is entirely obscured or deflected. In 
the latter cases, its most intense reflections 
of solar energies are added to those of the 
Sun—quite evidently not burnt up! The 
usual orb applies in the superior conjunc- 
tion, while the negated effect of Mercury 
(or Venus) is more prolonged than the 
usual orbs in the inferior conjunctions, as

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There are some other points to consider 
also in this connection. The planes of 
inclination of the orbits of Mercury and 
Venus differ from the ecliptic of the earth, 
Mercury being about 7° and Venus about 
3.4°. At certain cycles of conjunctions 
these coincide. In the case of an inferior 
conjunction we then have what is called a 
“transit of Mercury” across the Sun’s face, 
one of which occurred on November 11, 
1940, and was only 1’ geocentric latitude 
from the ecliptic at the time of conjunction, 
making almost the longest transit possible. 
Newspapers gave much space to this transit 
at the time. No other transit occurs until 
1953—these happen about 13 times in a 
century. “Transits” of Venus and eclipses 
occur only four times each in 243 years 
and may therefore be almost ignored. 

When the nodes of Mercury cross the 
ecliptic at superior conjunction we then 
have a total eclipse of Mercury lasting 
usually about 3.5 hours. In this case the 
Mercury energies would be completely 
blotted out, just as at the inferior conjunc- 
tion, and the textbook rule might well be 
fulfilled for this period of time only, even 
tho this occurred at a superior conjunction, 
when usually the opposite release of powers 
prevails. 

TheSun has anapparent diameter of about 
32’, so. if a conjunction of Mercury occurs 
within 16’ of exact, and also has not more 











than 16’ geocentric latitude (not declina- 
tion) at that time—the table for which is 


given in most ephemerides—the planet will 


be in eclipse, altho this phenomenon is not 
tabulated in any astronomical almanac to 
my knowledge, The American Astrology 
Ephemeris gives the data for the transits 
over the Sun’s disk at the inferior con- 
junctions, however, altho these are not im- 
portant, as the reflected rays of the planet 
are deflected away from the earth then any- 
way, and probably do not augment the con- 
dition. 

In the case of the superior conjunctions 
of Mercury and Sun in Edison’s and Lead- 
beater’s charts, Mercury was at more than 
2° south geocentric latitude and therefore 
Mercury was not obscured by eclipse. One 
other conjunction just missed being an 
eclipse on May 21, 1940, Mercury having 
about 22’ geocentric latitude. At the recent 
notable group of conjunctions of planets 
with the Sun in Taurus in May, 1941, the 
superior conjunction of Mercury and the 
Sun occurred on May 6, when Mercury had 
a geocentric latitude of 48’ north, and was 
therefore well beyond the upper limb of the 
sun at the time of exact conjunction, min- 
gling its most intense Mercurial reflection 
with the solar radiations, and so stirring all 
Mercurial activities markedly in combina- 
tion with others at that time (see papers 
of the time for administration and anti- 
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Diagram 4 shows the approximate position any planet must occupy in 
the space 1 to be eclipsed in a conjunction with the Sun; at 2 or 3, when 
it is beyond the 16’ semi-diameter arc of the Sun, north or south, it will 
not be eclipsed. This is only when viewed from near the line of the 
ecliptic; at other points on the Earth’s surface, such as extreme north, 
indicated by a dash line in diagram, correction is necessary, as will be seen. 
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administration speeches). At the superior 
conjunction of Venus and Sun April 19, 
1941, Venus ‘had 1° 3’ south geocentric 
latitude and so was of course beyond the 
south limb of the Sun at that time and not 
eclipsed, but shedding its fullest light and 
other reflections of solar radiations on the 
Earth, modified by whatever absorption of 
part of the rays by Venus’ composition in- 
duces. Diagram 4 shows the Earth and 
the Sun on the plane of the ecliptic. When 
Mercury (or Venus) is within the space 
marked 1, covering the 32’ arc of the Sun’s 
diameter, it will be more or less eclipsed; 
when at 2 N. or 3 S., or beyond, it will not 
be eclipsed. 

I may mention here that most of the 
preceding discoveries were suggested thru 
irregularities noticed in connection with 
conjunctions of Mercury in the Multi-cycle 
Seasonal Weather Forecasting system, 
which was explained in the October, 1939, 
issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY, and was 
published for 1941 in the American Miller 
for January and other magazines. This 
system is based on the small additions to 
the Sun’s regular heat increase in summer 
by more direct angle of their rays on the 
Earth, as the planets follow the Sun’s ap- 
parent path north along the ecliptic then; 
or by small substractions from the normal 
or average if they are in south declina- 
tions at the time and so at less direct angle 
of rays on the Earth, the varying positions 
each year causing changes in any season of 
one year from another. The cutting off of 
light and heat rays of Mercury by an in- 
ferior conjunction is readily perceptible in 
diminution of heat from what is anticipated 
from superior conjunction, where they are 
augmented, as records confirm. Astro- 
physical proof that corresponding effects 
must occur in human charts! 

Some textbooks include Mars and other 
planets as subject to combustion of their 
powers. Application of the foregoing prin- 
ciples and modes of operation may be given 
here therefore for all the outer planets, 
altho the remarks will be confined to Mars 
as an example. Referring to diagram 3 
again, we find on the outer segment of the 
circle the planet Mars at the geocentric 
opposition aspect to the Sun at the bottom 
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of the diagram (5) and at conjunction (6) ° 
at the top. None of the planéts with orbits 
outside that of the Earth are subject to the 
dark phase of inferior conjunction as with 
the inner planets. Their light and other 
reflected qualities are always being cast on 
the Earth in some degree, the amount 
received and its intensity dependent on the 
angle of reflection from the curved surface 
of thé planet as illustrated in diagrams 1 
and 2 in the April issue of AMERICAN 
ASTROLOGY. 


Mention was made elsewhere that the 
strongest reflection of light, etc. from Mer- 
cury and Venus occurs during the superior 
conjunction when the planet was farthest 
from the Earth, In the case of the outer 
planets however, the reverse occurs be- 
cause, as will be seen from diagram 3, at 
the opposition of outer planets to the Sun, 
they are then nearest to the Earth in the 
cycle of their orbits and necessarily shed 
stronger vibrations of all kinds on it, such 
as occurred with Mars on Oct. 10, 1941, at 
the conjunction with the Sun they are 
farthest away and must therefore be some- 
what less in intensity, owing to slightly 
wider radial distribution of energies, altho 
it is well-known that all solar radiations 
and lunar and planetary reflections are car- 
ried thru space with only inappreciable 
loss or change (except for this) until they» 
strike the reflective or absorptive surfaces 
of other celestial bodies. Angular values of 
reflection, due to other aspects from other 
parts of Mars’ orbit, are similar with the 
planets as with the Moon (see diagrams 1 
and 2).* 


There is one point however with all the 
outer planets that needs to be observed, due 
to different planes of orbit from that of the 
Earth, namely: that at certain cyclic 
periods these planes will coincide with the 
ecliptic, so that at the conjunction of any 
with the: Sun, it is possible for the planet to 
be eclipsed and its powers blotted out for 
varying periods in lengths of hours— 
roughly whatever time it takes the Sun to 
traverse half a degree of the ecliptic. Such

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a conjunction of Mars and Sun occurs No- 
vember 12, 1944, with Mars at only 2’ S. 
geo. lat. When a planet has approximately 
16’ or more of geocentric latitude, it will 
be above or. below the Sun’s rim and so it 
adds its power, in full reflection, to that of 
the Sun. This phenomenon undoubtedly 
accounts for some of the variations from 
effects prescribed by rules, observed in 
charts where there are close conjunctions of 
a planet with the Sun. If they are partile, 
or within an orb of 16’ zodiacal longitude 
and 16’ geocentric latitude (not declination 
remember), there will be a noticeable ab- 
sence of supposed benefits. If they are 
beyond these orbs, the conjunction will be 
platic and operative according to usual 
textbook rules. 

In the table of the nodes, etc, of the 
planets in the American Astrology Ephe; 
meris for 1941, (the best ephemeris ever 
published for astrologers in my opinion and 
experience) it will be seen that the plane 
of Uranus’ orbit is only 46’ 23” different 
from the ecliptic. Because of this, it is 
likely to have more eclipses than most of 
the planets, and, because of its slow motion, 
when they begin to recur they will repeat 
at every conjunction for some years (ten or 
more) with equivalent periods when none 
occur. These can be estimated mentally 
from examination of the geocentric latitude 
table when conjunctions occur, bearing in 
mind the 16’ semidiameter of the Sun. 

At the planetary conjunction aggregation 
of May, 1941, in addition to the conjunc- 
tions of Mercury and Venus already men- 
~ tioned, at the conjunction of Uranus and 
the Sun on May 17th, Uranus was 0° 13’ 
S. geo. lat., and was therefore in at least 
partial brief, if not complete eclipse. On 
May 8th, at the conjunction of Saturn and 
Sun, Saturn was 2° 2’ S. geo. lat, and there- 
fore not eclipsed and at the conjunction of 
Jupiter and the Sun on May 18th, Jupiter 
was at 0° 43’ S. and so was beyond the 
Sun’s rim and not eclipsed. These two 
latter planets were therefore adding their 
full reflective powers to that of the Sun. 
It is questionable whether his strong astro- 
logical influence is not “too much of a 
good thing,” even with Jupiter, for the 
average human being to properly control 









and direct, and might easily, along with the 
disruptive angle elsewhere (such as the 
square of Mars in this instance), lead to 
such excesses and irrational self-confidence 
as to cause eventual ruin, not necessarily 
of only a physical nature. 

Students will readily see that considera- 
tion of these astrophysical laws and con. 
ditions in connection with estimation of 
the powers of celestial energies released in 
a chart, will lead to better balanced and 
more compatible interpretation of its sig- 
nificances, natal or progressed. Also they 
should tend to put the whole art on a 
more scientific and acceptable foundation 
than the present generalizations provide, 
recognizing of course that much remains to 
be done along this line yet.

Unsuspected Horizons

hn folklore, the myths and legends, 
the dramatic and poetic materials of liter- 
ature, reflect man’s deeper realization of life 
and its meaning. When a figure in history 
or fiction takes on legendary proportions, 
his character reveals some aspect of 
Everyman’s potentiality. No single story 
has achieved the sheer bulk of the tales 
about King Arthur, his Round Table and its 
Knights, and of the quest for the Holy 
Grail. What facet in human character leads 
eyen the most drab of individuals to thrill 
to the bravery gf Sir Lancelot, and to the 
beauty of Guinevere? Unquestionably the 
nobleness of Arthur himself, as the proto- 
type of the ideal leader to come, is behind 
the human trait which encourages men to 
pin their hopes: to a Churchill, or a Roose- 
velt, The vision of Tristam and Isolde, 
the truest pair of lovers in all history serves 
as a symbol of the ideal man-and-woman 
relationship. The idea that even a “poor 
fool,” Parsifal, may have the key to the 
most exalted situation is an obvious psy- 
chological compensation for those people 
for whom life and circumstances at a given 
moment are most superficially disillusion- 
ing. Above all, the shining virtue of Sir 
Galahad calls to that touch of chivalry in 
every individual which permits a man to 
give his life for his friend—which leads 
human souls at their best, to accept risks 
and undergo genuine suffering and privation 
for the sake of others than themselves. 
This factor of the “perfection” in human 
character, faulty or inadequate as it may 
be in almost every particular case, is an 
all-important element in the actions and 
motives of people, and as it is identified in 
the horoscope the astrologer is able to chart 
the times when the deeper motivation will 
come to the surface, and: to indicate the 
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circumstances under which an individual, 
either deliberately or unwittingly, may rise 
above the lesser but usual trend of events 
to display the true spiritual touch. 

The degree of social maturity that has its 
expression in the Sir Galahad or chivalric 
impulses’of humanity is measured astrolo- 
gically by the relations of Jupiter and 
Saturn, in the same way that the degree 
of competency in any attack upon the 
more superficial pattern of success and 
gratification i shown by the relations of the 
sun and moon. By the curious magic of 
numbers and cycles, Jupiter’s 12-year circuit 
of the zodiac reproduces approximately in 
terms of years the sun’s cycle of months. 
Saturn’s 29-year cycle reproduces, also 
approximately, the moon’s cycle of days. 
This translation of a lesser relationship into 
a larger is the basis of the astrological pat- 
terning by which Jupiter and Saturn be- 
come the agency for measuring the deeper 
values and realities of human experience. 

These interplanetary relationships are 
expressed through the Arabian parts, and in 
the preceding articles it has been explained 
that a “part” is the horizon provided by 
taking the distance between two given fac- 
tors and projecting this from the ascendant. 
The part which especially indicates the Sir 
Galahad tendency of the individual, pro- 
vided by Saturn in its relation with Jupiter, 
has long been known as the Part of 
Brothers and Sisters, now termed the Part 


.of Family. 


The reference to brothers and sisters. or 
to family, is of course to the tradition in 
the line of blood, or the heredity. The best 
description for this horizon is the “threshold 
of refinement,” and it gives a ground for 
the inherent capacity of a native to be 
good, true and chivalrous, or to show in all

ways the greatest possible respect for per- 
sonality, whether in himself or of others. 
This is a simple reflection of the fact that 
people of true “refinément” are those who 
have best learned how to live together with 
a maximum of spiritual stimulation and a 
minimum of senseless bickering or blind 
self-seeking. 

What is a blind loyalty or presenting a 
common front against the enemy on the 
‘lowest level; becomes in the larger pattern 
a recognition of a common heritage or a 
group potential by which the individual be- 
comes greater than he can be by himself 
alone. This is the essence of “refinement” 
in a true sense, the mark of a socially 
mature individual. The Part of Family 
shows the nature and situation’ of this 
capacity for the Sir Galahad phase of living 
in every chart. 


Your Threshold of Refinement 


The Part of Family is your horizon of 
basic spiritual self-realization and _thor- 
oughly chivalrous self-expression.* In an 
accurate horoscope for the exact minute 
and place of birth, this part may be treated 
as a planet and considered according to its 
place by signs and decanate, and by its as- 
pects. It will give a significant insight into 
the dynamic nature of your spiritual blue- 
bloodedness through the symbolical degree 
in which it is found. Moreover, in a less 
precise horoscope, its position by house will 
almost always remain constant, irrespective 
of the time of day at which you were born. 

Your Part of Family in the 1st House 
Your capacity for a true chivalry depends 
upon your development of your gift for 
dramatizing yourself, both to yourself and 
‘others. Yours is a threshold life as far as 
deeper purposes or meanings of existence 
are concerned, and your ultimate signifi- 
cance will be entirely the result of your own 
choosing. If you decide consciously what 
you want to be and work to this end, you 
are the author of your own destiny. Unless 
you develop very real ideals for yourself, 
you are apt to respond to all the lesser and

meaner demands made upon you. The 
horoscope of Mary Baker Eddy* is an 
illustrative case of this threshold in self- 
idealization. Mrs. Eddy refined her nature 
deliberately, and made herself the living 
exponent of a new way of life. She not 
only developed the unsuspected horizon in 
her own case, but revealed the extent to 
which anyone with the Part of Family here 
can make a truly chivalrous contribution 
to an era. 5 

Your Part of Family in the 2nd House 
Your capacity for a true chivalry depends 
upon the practical reality of your own 
ideals, or your spiritual resourcefulness, 
You must learn that no individual, living or 
dead, real or fictitious, can be of any lasting 
inspiration to you. At the worst, you tend 
to be a law unto yourself as far as the 
deeper motives of life are concerned, but 
at the best you demonstrate an exception- 
ally effective application of your ideals to 
everyday affairs. A still, small voice, more 
articulate in your soul thay in the case of 
anyone around you, will give you steadi- 
ness to rise to any occasion. The horo- 
scope of Benito Mussolini is an illustrative 
case of this threshold in self-idealization. 
The Italian dictator made this source of his 
original strength in Italian affairs thorough- 
ly evident to others through his strutting 
or public display of spiritual self-sufficiency. 
Mussolini’s earlier achievements were tem- 
peramentally possible because of the man’s 
unusual capacity for accepting whole re- 
sponsibility in determining the values of 
life for himself and others. 


Your Part of Family in the 3rd House 
Your capacity for a true chivalry depends 
upon a development of your unique gift for 
recognizing the need and the occasion for 
playing Sir Galahad. In temperament you 
are very much a citizen of the world, and 
while at its worst this means that you may 
destroy values for yourself and depreciate 
them for others by compromise with the oc- 
casion, at the best you are like Pippa in 
Browning’s poem, the true knight errant in 
carrying spiritual strength, a deeper in-

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sight or understanding, everywhere you go. 
You often become the focus for the best 
impulses of people around you. 
drawn into community projects, and as you 
accept your opportunity, you find your self- 
fulfilment at every turn. The horoscope 
of Rudyard Kipling is an illustrative case 
of this threshold in self-idealization, be- 
cause he was uniquely able to contribute 
to the mutual understanding of utterly dif- 
ferent people. Kipling saw the ramification 
of human chivalry in such unpromising 
material as Gunga Din, and even in the 
animals among which he placed his Mowgli. 

The point is that you must find your 
world an opportunity for fellowship of an 
unsuspected sort: wherever you go. 

Your Part of Family in the 4th House 
Your capacity for a true chivalry depends 
upon your fidelity to your own highest con- 
ceptions of yourself and the world about 
you. This position definitely puts you on 
your honor to do your very best from a 
spiritual point of view. You are one of the 
people who “can’t get away with things.” 
You are apt to be unwittingly a symbol for 
an inspiration you may not yourself sus- 
pect, therefore it is all-essential that you do 
not depreciate yourself nor permit anyone 
else to estimate you below your highest 
potentials. The horoscope of Edgar Allan 
Poe is an illustrative case of this threshold 
in self-idealization. His career illustrates 
both the best and the worst of this position. 
His personal life was continually depreci- 
ated, until at the end he was little more 
than a wastrel. He failed to gain the 
psychological support he needed to live 
up to the fullest promise of his own genius, 
yet the fourth-house idealization he built 
into his work became of such significance 
that Walt Whitman and he were for long 
the only American writers of universal 
recognition. 

Your Part of Family in the 5th House 
Your capacity for a true chivalry depends 
upon the cultivation of your instinct for 
spiritual and psychological adventure. At 
its worst you are inclined te sample life and 
refine your own appreciation of things 
without responsibility, but at its best you 
are able to add superlative richness to life

wherever you go. The horoscope of Frédéric 
Chopin is an illustrative case of this thresh- 
old in self-idealization because it also 
illustrates both the weakness of this part 
in the fifth house on the personal side, and 
its strength in terms of an artistic contribu- 
tion. Chopin’s treatment of George Sand, 
his benefactress, shows how everyone else 
can be brought to dance attendance upon a 
strong-willed “spoiled darling,” tolerated 
because of his creative gifts. On the best 
side, however, Chopin’s superlative artistry 
was again the Sir Galahad touch in the 
realm of artistic self-expression. His melo- 
dies reveal the creative flow by which even 
discord, in the fifth-house sense of adven- 
ture, becomes music. 

Your Part of Family in the 6th House 
Your capacity for a true chivalry depends 
upon your unique ability to make those 
adjustments in understanding and delicacy 
by which life takes on an extra richness. 
You have a special healing influence in your 
chivalrous touch with your fellows. At the 
worst this means that you may be tempted 
to manipulate affairs of no concern to you, 
gaining a sardonic satisfaction-from upset- 
ting the direction of another life; at the 
best you will demonstrate your superlative 
instinct for helping people around you 
through your power to encourage their 
deeper potentialities. The horoscope of 
Percy Bysshe Shelley is an illustrative case 
of this threshold in self-idealization because 
he provides the present age with one of its 
few “Messianic” figures. His excess of pas- 
sion was his capacity for touching things to 
real life. He dramatized the dignity of 
experience per se, the right of every indi- 
vidual to be himself. He presented the 
divinity of the human spirit in its power of 
protest against all unsatisfactory condi- 
tions. 

Your Part of Family in the 7th House 
Your capacity for a true chivalry depends 
upon your special gift for putting the old 
behind you and embarking with fresh 
enthusiasm upon a new way. You are able 
to see the possibilities in another’s point of 
view and to divorce yourself from your own 
self-interest at will. At the worst you may 
turn your back upon responsibilities, or 
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become heartless in dealing with others, but 
at the best you visualize the ultimate con- 
sequence in human relations and develop 
every situation to the basic satisfaction of 
everyone. The horoscope of George Wash- 
ington is an illustrative case of this 
threshold in self-idealization because he 
cheerfully threw himself into the revolt, 
making the new cause his own. George 
Washington’s pattern of ideal personality 
gave him the refinement of character by 
which lesser individuals become greater 
ones and by which they also may take 
significant part in enacting Sir Galahad 
through the total situation in which they 
find themselves, 

Your Part of Family in the 8th House 
Your capacity for a true chivalry depends 
upon your self-discovery of your own poten- 
tials. This is the one point in the whole 
circle of the houses where you profit from 
any direct effort to perfect your own char- 
acter in the light of your own ideals. 
Primarily, you look into the mirror of life, 
and there you see yourself with such a 
sense of the high chivalry manifest within 
you that you never again are satisfied with 
lesser things. Realizing your own potential 
capacity to struggle constantly towards an 
ideal goal, you are able to carry your light 
of chivalry into the least and most hope- 
less of life relationships. The horoscope 
of Carl Jung is an illustrative case of this 
threshold in self-idealization. He has made 
a science out of this introspective realiza- 
tion of the self’s powers and has. brought 
people everywhere to see how their own 
potentials are reflected in the situation 
about them. As a psychologist Jung cen- 
ters everything in the self-creative power 
of human personality, and thus encourages 
you to center the deeper impulses of your 
life. and being at this point, thereby 
strengthening evety other facet of your 
being. 

Your Part of Family in the 9th House 
Your capacity for a true chivalry depends 
upon your sensitiveness to the practical im- 
plication of things around you. Here the 
Part of Family reaches the second of the 
two most critical positions it can hold, and 





it makes you immediately responsible for 
the ideas to which you give serious atten- 
tion. You are uniquely gifted for revealing 
the values of life to other people, thus at 
the worst you can be a tremendously dis- 
ruptive influence, discouraging young and 
old alike, but\ at the best you are able to 
bring out deeper and more effective under- 
standing everywhere. The horoscope of 
Woodrow Wilson is an illustrative case of 
this threshold in self-idealization because 
he only narrowly missed: establishing the 
League of Nations, and perhaps giving the 
Western world a pattern on which it could 
have gone ahead much less bitterly. He 
dramatized the great strength of his original 
visualization, but failed to meet the test 
provided by the particular pattern in his 
horoscope because, wittingly or otherwise, 
he compromised and surrendered his ideal 
in considerable part, with unfortunate re- 
sults not only for Europe but for his own 
personal life. He revealed the possibilities 
of the Sir Galahad pattern here, together 
with the consequences when its require- 
ments are not met. 

Your Part of Family in the 10th House 
Your capacity for a true chivalry depends 
upon the nature and well-being of your 
spiritual status as you yourself recognize 
this and persistently move according to 
your insight. Life requires:an exceptional 
consistency of you. This means that when- 
ever you make a change you must give 
such public manifestation of it that others 
will be led to respect you in consequence. 
Your welfare in life depends upon your 
sincerity. You may be inclined to play up 
to other people, and this brings sharp con- 
sequences in your own affairs. On the 
other hand you are able to be a uniquely 
stabilizing influence in social affairs around 
you. The horoscope of Elbert Hubbard is an 
illustrative case of this threshold in self- 
idealization because the sage of East Aurora 
never forgot that it was his role in life to 
give point to the ideals of others, Uncer- 
tain within himself in many ways, he yet 
had the spiritual insight to know he must 
present a singularly unchanging picture to 
the public. 
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Your Part of Family in the 11th House 
Your capacity for a true chivalry depends 
upon your genuine spiritual vision. This 
means only that you and everyone with 
whom you share experience must see ulti- 
mate ends and purposes eye to eye. You 
have a rare gift for encouraging others to 
choose the harder and better rather than 
easier and more destructive way. At the 
best you are a friend of everyone, while 
at the worst you are apt to accept ideals 
remote from your experience, and to lead 
others astray as a blind leader of the blind. 
The horoscope of Karl Marx is an illustra- 
‘tive case of this threshold in self-idealiza- 
tion. Whether he was blind, leading the 
blind, or a genuine revealer of future 
human potentials, is debatable. The in- 
effectiveness of Marx in his own personal 
affairs illustrates the weakness when you 
fail to bring your vision down on earth, but 
the rise of the totalitarian or collectivist 
state is silent tribute to the power of an 
eleventh house emphasized by the presence 
of this part. 


Your Part of Family in the 12th House 
Your capacity for a true chivalry depends 
upon your sensitiveness to your own un- 
touched potentials. Your spiritual strength 
of character lies not so much in your outer 
personality as in subjective resources that 
go’ unsuspected by others around you. You 
are pre-eminently strongest through your 
indirect rather than your direct influence. 
At your worst you are caught up in under- 
currents and inclined to magnify destruc- 
tive potentialities, but at your best you 
have a genius for uncovering and using the 
hidden possibilities of both people and 
things. The horoscope of Helen Keller is 
an illustrative case of this threshold in self- 
idealization because the sickness in early 
infancy which deprived her of sight, hearing 
and smell made her whole life a drama of 
dependence upon potential rather than 
actual fagtors. She dramatizes the fact 
that the twelfth house does not so much 
show what lies untapped or untouched as 
it indicates what may be achieved by use of 
the untapped and untouched.

The Overlords from Outer Space 
Uranus 


Ruler of Aquarius and “Lord” of the 
famed New Age, this radio-active force of 
cosmic and systemic interpenetration and 
communication is that which is now ful- 
filling the function of destroyer of the Past. 
It is the leveling force of re-equalization, 


that upon the virgin expanses of further - 


horizons a new world of creative endeavor 
may come into being, based on Nature’s 
unalterable law of interactivity and inter- 
dependence—which is brotherhood in hu- 
man terms. 

Evolution knows no law of parceled sep- 
aration, as all natural growth takes place 
through the unifying proctss of overlap- 
ping fusion. Only self-willed man, in his 
ignorant desire and greed for personal pos- 
sessions, has erected barriers of hindering 
limitation in whtch he has ended by becom- 
ing self-enslaved. However, as Nature does 
not allow for long the laws of her great 
Plan to be so thwarted and distorted, these 
pigmy barriers of outworn experience are 
now being brushed aside by the sweep of 
incoming waves from outer space—of a 
penetrating vibrational frequency which 
from within is breaking up the crystalliza- 
tion of this past material estate. Sudden, 
unpredictable and drastic, it is this Uranian 
force which is serving to disintegrate the 
cancerous growth of separating “cells” 
caused by the greed of ruthless encroach- 
ment; that once again the natural law of 
unfolding growth in co-operative fusion 
may take place, to the end that man may 
take his rightful place in the scheme of 
things as co-creator with Nature—instead 
of arch-destroyer. 
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Viewed as an aspect of the cosmic Mind 


principle, operative through man, it in- 


spires and awakens all the non-objective 
channels of subtle inter-communication: 
causing such inyentive expressions progres- 
sively as the trans-Atlantic cable, the tele- 
phone, wireless telegraphy, aviation, the 
radio, television and all forms of radiology 
and radio-therapy. As the motivating force 
for the elimination of any and all barriers, 
physical or mental, it is energizing the 
higher mind perceptions now being investi- 
gated as the E.S.P., mental telepathy and 
other expansions of awareness in human 
consciousness. In science and learning, it 


leads into fields of cosmic dimension, un- 


folding new realizations in astro-physics 
and creative astro-chemistry. 

Universal and co-operative in its influ- 
ence, it inspires the impersonal humani- 
tarian views which will be instrumental in 
unfolding the plan of larger-visioned civil- 
izations of a communal, natural and vital 
beauty which will supply the needs of all 
—rather than the abundant superfluous to 
the few. It is the building force of the 
limitless new as it is the destroyer of the 
set and outworn. It may be likened to the 
vital force of ceaseless growth which con- 
tinuously precipitates release and change 
from static fixity. Essentially evolutionary, 
it is the mortal enemy of all man-made 
tradition as it is the active force of creative 
law which tolerates no involutionary im- 
pulses. 

The numbers associated with Uranus are 


22 (and 4): signifying the radio-active ° 


energy of vibratory creation; the. realiza- 
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tion of living matter—matter as the “liv- 
ing” agent of radiatory transmission as all 
matter receives and transmits radiation. 

In its varying functional aspects as dis- 
integrator, releaser, energizer and re-cre- 
ator, this Uranian force may be analogously 
connected with the radio-active Uranium 
minerals. 


Neptune 


The illusionary force connected with this 
“Lord of the Seas of Life” —generally con- 
sidered to be the Overtone of Venus—is 
one which might be characterizéd in its 
lower manifesting aspect by the words 
glamour and dreams. A source of fathom- 
less creative imagination, it also tends to 
cast a haze of unreality imparting an im- 
pression of tenuousness, wavery uncertain- 
ty, vague aloofness, mockery, and above all 
a glamourous quality of inversion and per- 
version. It is that purposeful force which 
tests and seeks to develop the faculty of 
discrimination by enveiling the sentient 
consciousness in the illusionary enjoyment 
of wishful “realizations’—the deceptive 
images of a make-believe world. 

It is the testing force of these critical 
days of “judgment” and decision, of un- 
happy bewilderment which lead to self- 
delusion and the lulling of the higher 
awareness if each emotional desire is not 
analyzed for its’ latent note of betraying 
falsity. 

In its essence a force of utmost creativi- 
ty, it yet “mirrors” the strangeness of other 
worlds, with vaguely distorted proportions 
and misplaced accentuations of grandeur, 
giving ever a glimpse of what might be if 
one could but grasp the Reality hidden 
within the reflecting illusion. 

In its higher quality of the Real,-it is the 
power of *creative Love, that which must 
ever bring forth in accord with new visions 
of further unfoldment and attainment; 
hence manifest it becomes but the transi- 
tory distortion—as the further dimension 
of glimpsed Reality will always be a per- 
verted realization in the yet unfolded pres- 
ent, Therefore, while testing discrimina- 
tion, it creates the Very illusion which must 
lead on eternally to the exploration of new 
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dimensions of possibility. It is the mirage 
of the desert of life which may well lead to 
the rest of the attained and lusciously fruit- 
ful Oasis—or to death by the wayside, if 
perseverance is relinquished and the strug- 
gle to reach the envisioned goal not carried 
to the end of the way. It is the quality of 
true Perfection which can never be wholly 
realized in the mirrored reflection of the 
changing evolving manifestation. In its 
psychological activity, it therefore arouses 
varying degrees of reaction to the qualities 
of Love and Beauty in the manifest world 
—hence is Venus said to come forth from 
the “Foam” of the “Seas of Life,” the all- 
creative Essence of Neptune. 

The Neptunian force, when contacted, 
understood and utilized by man, ‘is that 
which must unfold the consciousness of “I 
AM the Source of Creative Reality which 
struggles ever to manifest in its self-created 
illusion.” 

The numerical glyph associated with this 
force is that of the completing, perfecting 
number 7. In lower aspect, it has relation- 
ship with the neutralizing element nitrogen 
and the “inert” gas argon, the “lazy,” that 
most peculiar and elusive element whose 
valence is zero, for it is aloof from all 
ghemical combinations. 


Pluto 


Lord of the Unconscious, this force of 
the initiator is that which is precipitating 
the liquidation of all debts of the Past that 
the Future may be entered upon free from 
all hindrances of a just but self-restrictive 
order. It is that force which manifests in 
the realm of man as the Judge of all “Un- 
derworld” activities; those objective ac- 
tions of malignant ignorance motivated by 
the subjective intent of greed, Viewed from 
this angle it can be seen as the adjuster of 
the scales, the force which weighs all ac- 
tions for intent and decrees the judgment 
in accord with causal motivation regardless 
of outer effect. It is the operative force 
ruling all great periods of transition. 

As the liquidator of past debts, it can 
be seen in these days of strange upheavals 
and unlooked for reactions, as the merciless 
“bill-collector” who, with X-ray eyes, 
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pierces all the well concocted subterfuges 
of hypocritical deceit and tears aside the 
mask of worldly honor and position unde- 
served by true evaluation. 

Holding all records of inner knowledge 
with which to try and test and tempt, this 
force in parable may be likened to the 
Betrayer and Redeemer as it tests all im- 
pulses of the subjective mind for long 
stored refuse in the racial unconscious— 
that hidden purposes of power, of desire to 
enslave and steal the heritage of others may 
come forth into the light of day for all to 
see these strange diseases of man’s dis- 
torted will. 

Known in ancient times as Pluto, Lord 
of the Underworld, this deified force of 
initiatory adjustment, retribution and jus- 
tice was in element compared to the “fires 
of the earth,” the fiery tongues of Hades, 
or again the “fiery Furnace” through which 
each soul must pass for purification—to be 
released unscathed or “consumed”—as the 
case may be—according to the latent de- 
sires for a new life of constructive selfless 
purpose or for the continuance of a ‘greed- 
ridden intent tolerated by nature in the 
past but now outworn; that which is per- 
mitted for the furtherance and awakening 
need of one evolutionary step of growth 


being no longer tolerated on the new; that’ 


which was “good” for growth in the past 
being “evil” for the future. 

Viewed as a quality of Mind, it is the 
power of penetration which, reaching below 
the surface of the known, find the answer 
to all the subtleties of needed wisdom— 
regardless of subject as it is the synthesizer 
of fact. In science, it gives the penetrating 
focus which, contacting Cause, brings 
forth the answer in terms of the elements 
of physical relationship for the further- 
ance of creative Effect. In philosophy, it 
delves beneath the surface of accumulated 
misinterpretation to break word shells and 
release the Idea long held in incubation. In 
law, it looks beneath the rotting mass of 
tomes of lawful deceit to discover the Law 
of Nature, to the end that Justice may be 
operative and the long suffering relieved 
from the pressure of worldly power—too 
long the usurper of the Chair of Right. In 
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psychology, it brings to the surface all the 
latent fears of racial beginning—due ‘to 
results from natural forces misapplied by 
ignorant man—that, seen in the light of 
day, they may be recognized for what they 
are and dissipated into the nothingness 
from whence they came, In short, it is the 
power of Causal Mind unleashed from the 
bonds of limitation imposed by the super- 
ficialities of an outworn temporal way of 
life, that it may be free to delve into the 
limitless Unknown and bring forth. treas- 
ures from natural resources with which to 
build the New, the Natural, the Beautiful,

Pluto is the II, which stands as the form 
symbol of the “Gates of Initiation,” the 
“Two Pillars” which guard the entrance to 
the Sanctuary of Life, open to receive those 
who have conquered fear in the underworld 
realms of “death.” 

In physical analogy, this Plutonic force 
corresponds to the heavy black mineral 
pitchblend, the source of the radio-active 
elements radium, acinium dnd uranium; 
while the associated chemical element is 
radio-active sodium, the first of the new 
products of atomic synthesis. 


In summary, the polarity luminaries, 
with the systemic and super-systemic plan- 
ets, may be viewed as aspects in quality 
Variation of the cosmic Creative Mind 
Principle. As sources of creative qualifying 
force, these planetary radiations can be 
divided into the following characterizing 
factors as they find expression psychologi- 
cally in man: 

The Sun: the central Source of transmis- 
sion arousing the sense of and desire for 


(inner) Identification through » (outer) 
Illumination. 
The Moon: the awakener of sentient 


consciousness through the magnetic reflec- 
tory instinct of the mind. 

Saturn: the force of the “concrete” ma- 
terially creative desire-mind. 

Jupiter: the force of expansive sensi- 
tivity qualifying the aspirational mind. It 
gives awareness of cosmic Space. It acts 
through the energy of periodic release. 
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Mars: the force of penetration. The ag- 
gressive quality of the conquering mind 
which characterizes the forceful one-point- 
ed scientific investigator. 

Venus: the aesthetic quality of the crea- 
tive mind which psychologically charac- 
terizes the true artist. The quality which 
acts through the knowledge of natural 
processes in form, color and rhythm. It 
enflames to life through the innate power 
of Beauty. 

Mercury: the analytic quality of the 
comparative mind which acts through oscil- 
lation. In activity it breaks down, sepa- 
rates, critically examines to discover the 
resemblance or difference so as to create 
by reassembly in new combinations. It is 
the quality of mind which learns to know 
through investigation and experimentation. 
In man it activates the inventor and 
creative chemist and leads eventually to 
that higher state of wisdom characteristic 
of the scientist-philosopher. ‘It attains its 
ends through ever greater oscillatory fluc- 
tuation between the “heights and the 
depths”—hence it is termed by the ancients 
the “messenger of the gods.” It is that 
quality of the mind which links Cause and 
Effect. 

Uranus: the powerful force of interpene- 
tration; that quality of the higher abstract 
mind which surfaces and disintegrates 
from within all barriers to its attainment 
of communicative inter-relationship. It is 
the unifying power of the mind which fuses 
and relates through inter-communication. 
It is that quality which levels and destroys 
all outworn traditional conceptions that 
newly conceived forms of life may be forth- 
coming from the Archetypal Source of 
Mind—unhindered by any remaining de- 
bris of crystallized materialism. It destroys 
dead form to bring forth life-in-form. It is 
the force energizing the present scientific 
mentality of our advanced astro-physicists 
to bring about the realization of all matter 
as the receiving and transmitting agency of 
radiation, ail form as the “shape of things 
unseen;” thereby releasmg man from sense 
limitation into the consciousness of life in 
space through interpenetration. 


Neptune: the subconscious power of 
fathomless creativity. The mind as the 
mirroring force of other’ worlds and new 
dimensions, It is that peculiar quality of 
the creative mind which conceives in the 
mists of illusion and projects through the 
haze of half-glimpsed visions, through the 
tenuous stuff of dreams and glamorous 
imagery. It gives the tendency to perver- 
sion and wrong accentuation; imparting a 
quality of upside-downness to the mental 
activity. It is the force which utilizes the 
richly dramatic powers of imagination to 
test and develop the much needed faculty 
of discrimination. Veiling inner Realities 
in the mist of romantic glamour, it yet 
reveals new horizons in Soul attainment to 
those having the power to perceive inner 
profundities in the realms of non-human 
Creative Love. It is the Real which is 
unreal in mundane terms. It is that quality 
of the abundantly creative mind which 
leads ever onward into new dimensions by 
alluring projections of false reflection. 

Pluto: the power of the depths of the 
Unconscious realms of Cosmic Mind. It is 
the deeply comprehensive force of synthesis 
which brings forth the quality of wholeness 
and completion. It is the faculty of mind 
penetration which pierces the veil of all 
“facts” of man-made misconception to lay 
bare causal motivation, As the X-ray 
“Eye” of the Mind it reveals all the hidden 
gestations of humar subterfuge to precipi- 
tate unexpected conclusions of a purifying 
but drastic nature, It is the force of the 
powerful Unconscious which acts in the 
subterranean darkness of unthought Idea- 
tion to implant the seed of future realiza- 
tion.

STUDY OF THE FINAL PURPOSE OF THE HOUSES 


Importance of the Degree on the 
Cusps of the Houses 


In reading all the houses, if you are sure 
of the birth time, the degree on the cusp is 
almost as important as a planet. 

1. Planets in good aspect to the Mid- 
heaven are of tremendous value, in pointing 
out the main lines of success in life. The 
aspecting planets must be considered from 
their own sign and house. Evil aspects to 
the Midheaven show the sources of diffi- 
culty in one’s profession. 

2. Planets in good aspect to the Ascend- 
ant are of value in pointing to the tempera- 
mental liking for certain studies, types of 
work, or people. Planets in evil aspect show 
the conditions and people that one dislikes. 
They often show dislike for certain types 
of work, conditions and‘people. 

3. If the cusps of the houses are in as- 
pect to certain planets, then these planets 
have a powerful effect on the house, calling 
out the conditions of the house through 
people or circumstances denoted by the 
planet. 


Importance of a Planet Because of Its 
Numerous Aspects 


It sometimes happens in a chart that one 
planet makes a very great number of as- 
pects. In some charts it can make the maxi- 
mum number of eight aspects. It then 
becomes of more importance than any 
other factor in the chart and the house it 
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occupies becomes the most 


house. 


important 


Many aspects to the Moon increase the 
adaptability of the character and give 
more interests in life than is common to 
average humanity. If the Moon makes an 
aspect to every planet, then every single: 
thing in life is interesting and considered 
worthy of study. 


Many aspects to the ascendant act in 
much the same way, but they considerably 
modify the appearance denoted by the ris- 
ing sign. They show the importance the 
physical body has in the native’s life. If a 
chart is weak on the whole, we have a per- 
son who never stays at any one thing. If 
the aspects are evil we have a person who 
is always at war with himself. 


Many aspects to the Midheaven are ex- 
cellent if they are good aspects, since they 
bring opportunities into the professional 
life. Evil aspects cause trouble and dispute 
in professional life, very hard work to ob- 
tain and maintain the position. Sometimes 
they make a weak person careless of what 
the world thinks of him. 


Many planets in one sign (called a 
Satellitium of planets) mark that house out 
as the most important. The sign which con- 
tains the satellitium is of very great im- 
portance.

House One 

The cusp of House One is the Ascendant 
or degree of the sign rising. This is the 
vehicle or channel or means by which 
everything in the chart is brought to a 
focus. It is man’s contact with the world 
in general and as we study the Ascendant, 
we can note the ease or difficulty with 
which certain people are able to convey to 
the outer world what is contained in their 
charts. Remember that a sign which will 
give facility for one type of expression may 
be a great hindrance to another. 

The Ascendant is what is seen and con- 
tacted physically by other people and what 
they know of you through sense perception. 
We find certain ascending signs show us 
persons of charm and graciousness, but 
there may be very little depth of thought 


* shown in the rest of the chart. We find 


other signs reticent and slow but the whole 
chart may be that of a very powerful, 
dynamic soul finding it difficult. to convey 
this power to the outer world and thus 
hampered in making an early and quick 
success of himself, needing the time factor 
to help him in convincing others that he is 
a very worthwhile person. 

Sometimes the Ascendant will give the 
ability to express music, but if there is no 
great power for music in the rest of the 
chart, we shall have a person who has a 
good ear for music, and ability to sing in 
tune and perchance to remember tunes, but 
no real musician. Other Ascendants are not 
good vehicles for music, thus if the rest of 
the chart shows music we have a mute 
musician absolutely unable to translate the 
glory of music into physical manifestation. 

The Ascendant then in the last analysis 
has to be studied in relationship to the 
whole of the chart, buf fer our purpose at 
the moment we shall try to understand 
both it and the First House in detail. 
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Circumstances and Conditions Gov- 
erned by the Ascendant and 
First House 

1. House One describes the physical ap- 
pearance,* well being, strength, endurance. 
The struggle for existence. 

2. Temperament. Personality (with 
Moon). Peculiarities of disposition. What 
other people can see and know of you 
through their sense perceptions. 

3. The bearing and carriage. Manner- 
isms. 

4. The peculiarities of action. General 
methods of action. General application to- 
wards work. Method by which problems 
and difficulties are faced. Method of meet- 
ing other people. 

5. Methods by which new problems~are 
faced and handled. Beginnings of all con- 
tacts, work, and activities. 


6. General awareness of environment. 


The amount of observation used in con- 
tacting the environment. Habit of con- 
ducting oneself towards the environment. 
Thought engendered through contact with 
the environment. Reaction of the environ- 
ment on the temperament. 

7. Style of speech, not as founded on 
education but rather as would manifest 
through different types, e. g., compare the 
exactitude of details of a Virgo Ascendant 
with the vagueness often given by Pisces. 
The pitch of voice too is usually expressed 
by the Ascendant, Mercury signs often 
tending to raise the pitch. 

8. Childhood days., Conditions met in 
childhood. The general result of child- 
hood days on the personality, 

9. The head and face. The brain. 


Aries the Natural Sign of the 
First House 


By the natural chart we mean the chart 
of the perfect cosmic order of things, which 
of course is practically never found in any 
human being. Aries represents the type or 
pattern on which all Ascendants are mod- 
elled, hence if another sign rises-in the 
First House we have to think of it in rela- 
tionship to Aries. Aries is the natural fire 


*The study of physical appearance will be given in 
future lessons with diagrams of the types. 
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sign of dynamic action necessary in all 
beginnings, hence the natural sign for the 
first years of our existence on earth, and 
later necessary as new enterprises. are 
started and new beginnings are made. Now 
if we superimpose on Aries, say a water 
sign like Pisces, which is the sign of end- 
ings and dissolution, we immediately see 
that we have a person who can never be 
absolutely in harmony with himself or with 
the cosmic pattern, for there will always be 
a yearning for an unattainable something 
Which is fostered by the sign of endings 
and not at all compatible with the sign 
which glories in newness and beginnings. 

Again if we superimpose, say, Capricorn 
on the natural Aries, we shall find the 
caution of Saturn in conflict with the reck- 
lessness of Mars, hence there is a tendency 
to lose the benefit of new contacts through 
over-caution. 


- Leo and Sagittarius, also being fire signs 
like Aries, are in harmony with the work 
gof the Ascendant and such people usually 
find it quite easy to make new contacts. 
The water signs, being least in harmony 
with fire, perhaps find it hardest. The air 
signs being adaptable are usually quite at 
home in making new friends and meeting 
new circumstances, but as a rule they are 
not built. for any very intense battle or for 
difficult pioneering work. The earth signs 
conserve and make use of all they meet. 


Method of Reading the First House 

1. Study the sign on the Ascendant. The 
essential meaning of the sign is the key to 
the temperament. 

2. Note the sign in which the planet 
that rules the Ascendant is placed, for this 
will modify the ascending sign, e. g., if the 
Ascendant is Leo and the Sun is in Virgo, 

_ the subject will be a very tame and nervous 
lion. compared with a person who had Leo 
rising with the Sun in Taurus. 

3. Note the house in which the ruler of 
the Ascendant is placed; e. g., if Aries is 
rising and Mars is in the Seventh, the 
action or strife will affect the partner, 
whereas if Mars were in the Tenth House 





it would affect business and professi 
4. ‘Note any other sign’ of sigt 
First House and position of the’ rilef or 
rulers as you have above. ae 
5. Note any planets in the First House 
Study their meaning and also how they are 
modified in this particular house and signs 
When one considers that the First House’ 
is that of childhood days, you will realize 
how difficult it must be for a child to begin 
life with such difficult planets as Saturn, 
Uranus or Neptune in the First House and 
how much he will be misunderstood by 
other children, and you as an astrologer 
will see how allowances should be made 
for such children, and later in life there will 
still be much difficulty in making contacts 
with people, for average humanity does not 
understand either the Uranian or the Nep- 
tunian vibrations, and what people do not 
understand they, as a rule, dislike and con- 
demn or ridicule and want to alter.

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Power in World Affairs Passes to Democratic Leaders—Great Changes in Administration and 
Congress—Exercise of Direction Over Foreign Combat—Rumored Peace Offers—Founda- 
tions Laid for U. S. to Become Supreme World Power—New Gov't Possible for 
Great Britain—Changes in Nazi High Command—A xis May Attempt to Destroy 
South Atlantic Communication Lines—Conflict Presses Closer to Japan 


General Indications 


Dom world war comes to a decisive, 
sharp turn in May. Every planet except 
Neptune (in Virgo) is direct in motion; 
during the month, Mercury, Saturn, Uranus 
and the Sun leave Taurus to enter Gemini, 
where Jupiter is transiting. Thus, with the 
changing emphasis from fixed to mutable 
signs, passes the great power of conquering 
Dictators, and the emergence of democratic 
leaders to (eventual) control of world 
affairs. 

Not only is there a turn in war condi- 
tions, but the events hinging on this month 
may be epochal as the lives of all peoples 
are given new direction, meaning, and in 
the highest sense, opportunity. The con- 
junction of Saturn and Uranus on May 
3rd, a powerful, violent aspect, is essentially 
one of drastic government, business, finan- 
cial repolarization and redistribution of 
forces. As it occurs with Mercury con- 
joined, it shows that economic conditions 
touching the lives of great or “little” men 
(especially those who earn, from the high- 
est executives to those who serve or labor 
in any capacity, youth or age) will be in- 
volved in this universal new order. Saturn 
tends to consolidation in any phase of or- 
ganization, national, public or private. It 
increases liabilities, limits movement, and 





forces hard work and long hours. It affects 
raw supplies, storage of all kinds, terri- 
tories, bases, and the income or resources 
connected with them, as well as alliances 
with foreign nations. Uranus also indicates 
governments, corporations, international 
business, mechanical tools, methods, sys- 
tems, also inventions, extensions (of gov- 
ernments or economics) through alliances. 
As Saturn retards, Uranus creates emer- 
gencies, in which nerves and tension domi- 
nate. Forced changes, reorganization and 
liquidating resources are nearly always in- 
volved. In conjunction, the two planets 
indicate that all the above conditions are 
more than apt to bring out great problems 
and the utmost patience will be necessary 
to solve them successfully. Whatever is 
begun under such an influence may con- 
tinue to operate for many years. As they 
enter Gemini together, relationships, alli- 
ances, transportation, communications, will 
be stressed. 

Mercury is conjunct, and Venus and 
Pluto are sextile and Neptune trine Saturn 
and Uranus in early May, so assistance in 
adjusting any problem satisfactorily will 
come in part from the youth of the world, 
from a practical, solid realization of duty 
and persistent labors, from discretion in 
speech or action; from resourcefulness, in- 
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tuition, close cooperation, friendships, un- 
usual methods of financial growth, and re- 
building institutions of the State or busi- 
hess on permanent foundations. 

The major transiting aspects of May are 
all beneficent with the exception of Venus 
moving from the opposition of Neptune on 
the 3rd to square Mars on the 18th, and 
Jupiter forming an important square to 
Neptune on the 28th. This latter aspect 
will mark the clearing up process of very 
far reaching domestic or international com- 
plications, intrigue and subversive activities. 
Political and diplomatic moves all over the 
world reach a crisis, involving losses 
through confusion, perfidy, traitors or 
total misconception of basic facts. (This 
aspect was in orb last October and Novem- 
ber when Nomura and Kurusu in Wash- 
ington were screening the Japanese activi- 
ties in the Pacific.) Further, it confirms 
the turn in the course of events as shown 
by Saturn-Uranus, for now, past deceptions, 
uncertainties, reliance on untrustworthy 
persons or leaders, hopeful delusions, come 
to a show-down, and as Jupiter passes on 
to enter Cancer, a fresh, powerful incentive 
to gain new goals will become evident, At 
this time, however, Mercury is again part 
of the picture, as it has moved from the 
conjunction of Saturn-Uranus to a close 
conjunction of Jupiter and is therefore 
squaring Neptune. But before the actual 
contact is made, Mercury turns retrograde 
on May 31st, and does not cross the square 
of Neptune until July 10th, so the clearing 
process indicated now may not be com- 
plete until around that date. When this 
occurs, a wash-out of sabotage, crimes, 
tyranny, false allegiance and _ startling 
revelations of world-wide treachery may be 
effected, On any battlefront there may be 
heavy losses by sea or air around the end of 
May and July 10th. 


The United States 


This may be a sensational month in the 
United States as well as in world develop- 
ments. The Saturn-Uranus conjunction of 
the 3rd occurs at 8:15 a.m., E.S.T., and 
falls in the 11th house. The ruler of that 
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chart is the Moon, placed in the 6th, oppos: 
ing Jupiter, and widely square Vénus and 
Neptune in the 10th and 4th houses. Mars 
rises. 
great changes in the Administration and in 
Congress; its personnel, laws; the exercise 
of direction over foreign combat, financial, 
economic, agreements, aid, purposes; re- 
organization of national income, debts, 
Probable government control of all domes- 
tic resources and business operations, sup- 
plies, machines, men. National conserva- 
tion on a strict ration basis that leaves only 
living necessities. The:Administration may 
be confused and misled by deep undercur- 
rents of opposition, by ill-advised counsel, 
by flashing peace offers, during the first 
nine days of the month. Labor conditions 
move toward complete revision with serious 
questions to be firmly grasped and settled; 
it is possible that wage increases will be 
granted. Moving pictures, oil, crops, 
metals, may be even more affected by price 
or priority control. Home docks, shipping, 
foreign bases or supplies abroad may suffer 
loss. Imports of every kind (rubber, tin, 
sugar, etc., etc.) may be further reduced. 
Crimes or treason against the Government 
or important persons in war production, 
army, navy, may be activated by foreign 
agents. The fifth column in this country 
appears to be reinforced. 

But Mars rises in this chart, and as it 
moves through the United States Sun sign 
and conjuncts Venus, Jupiter and the Sun 
in that chart, it is certain that the nation 
will rise to launch an offensive against the 
enemy, In so doing, conditions in the 
South Pacific and Philippines may change 
for the better. However, between the 15th 
and 25th a series of blows may hit the U. S. 
as Mars squares Saturn in that map, op- 
poses Saturn-Jupiter and moves to square 
Pluto in the Great Mutation chart. This 
may be disruption on the home front, in 
combat abroad or in foreign relations, dealt 
by telling enemy thrusts within or without 
this country. Such events necessitate great 
changes in military tactics, in Army, Navy 
or Allied High Commands, and possibly in 
national leadership; a resistance to—or 
consternation over—such changes. But in 


From this set-up, we may expect 
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the face of any disasters at home or to our 
Allies, this countfy plunges into really all- 
out war-fare, and it may have to be de- 
fensive as well as offensive. From Alaska 
(which may be a base of aggressive action) 
to Panama, the Caribbean and islands of 
the West Indies, up the east coast to New- 
foundland, may be the scene of battle. 
Toward the end of May, the gasoline and 
tire shortages come to a head, with prob- 
able wholesale restriction on any sort of 
transportation; personal property or sup- 
plies may be requisitioned by the govern- 
ment. Homes may have to be opened to 
refugees; changes in the war areas fnay 
remove masses of people. Men and women 
may be drafted for vital defense and arma- 
ment production. 
Perhaps the most vital indication of the 
month, however, comes from the general 
transits as Gemini is activated. These point 
to the United States becoming the supreme 
World Power during the next several years. 
This change of status comes from a re- 
arrangement of relationships, alliances, 
pacts, treaties, with other governments who 
are now less powerful. As these are laid 
or established in May, they are apt to 
remain for some time. . The importance of 
this colossal job may be part of the strain, 
‘reorganization and personal limitation that 
is now apparent; yet it is part, too, of thé 
great opportunities that now open for un- 
limited service and work. 


Great Britain 


As Saturn, Uranus and the Sun enter 
Gemini in May, a new government may 
come into power. In the charts of England 
and King George, a change at this time has 
both beneficial and adverse aspects; but the 
benefits seem temporary as they stem from 
Mars’ transit of Cancer, while the adverse 
Mars stirs 
aggressive offensives against the Axis, par- 
ticularly in the over-seas colonies, Yet 
home defense (political and armed) seems 
imperative and active. The. square of 
Jupiter to Neptune may reveal despicable 


plots against the government; secret machi- , 


nations may be astonishing. Conflicts 
at sea or in the air may take a toll of men 
and materials. England’s future economy- 
determined forcefulness appears to enter a 
difficult phase—so much so that the U. S. 
may have to assume additional directive 
powers in the march to victory. India and 
the Indian Ocean may be the base of cru- 
cial combat as well as further political 
struggles. 


Germany 


A great change in the Nazi High Com- 
mand is probable. Diplomatic, political, 
treaty, relations affecting Berlin and Tokio 
create vital changes early in May; later 
repercussions follow in Moscow. Both ends 
are played against the middle and all may 
lose to some extent. Uprisings or Allied 
offensives in “protected” countries west 
and east of Germany cripple industry; 
civilians are again moved into other terri- 
tory, perhaps under disastrous circum- 
stances. The Atlantic and Indian Oceans 
may be harried by augmented German sea 
power; mobilized forces can be concen- 
trating to the west of India. Ceylon and 
Madagascar may both be in the line of fire. 


Russia 


Jupiter, stationary over its own place in 
the chart of the U. S. S. R. last winter, 
was a powerful support against the Nazis. 
But in May, Jupiter squares Neptune, 
which is conjunct Mercury in the Russian 
chart; thus a period of intrigue, propa- 
ganda, false hopes, comes to a head, and 
may bring misfortune to troops, or even to 
the ambitions of the Soviet Union. Secret 
treaties may be tested; the Russo-Japanese 
alliance may reach a crisis, This could be 
most disturbing to the U. S. and Great 
Britain; it could be a break in relationships, 
transportation facilities or communication 
systems that carries implications for the 
next several years. Russia still pushes 
strongly in the south and west, but the 
homeland is vulnerable. 
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56 
Far East 


The Chinese-Soviet Pact of 1937 may be 
severely tested. But China passes out of 
a difficult period with the aid of powerful 
support. (Alaska may be a potent base for 
sending armies or supplies to the Orient.) 
Japanese lines in the South Pacific may 
spread so thin that the Allies are able to 
cut them with some success, which will in- 
crease with time. In Thailand, Burma, 
eastern India, also Manchukuo, Siberia, 
fighting may be intense. Nevertheless 
Japan is losing materials and men on a 
grand scale and the conflict presses closer 
home. Also treaties may be broken even 
Japan’s own government may sell out to 
the opposition, although the action may re- 
main secret for a time. 


South and Central America 


The western part of South America: 


(Colombia, Ecuador and Peru especially) 
may see active warfare in May, the enemy 
using mostly sea forces to gain any objec- 
tive. Venezuela, the islands of the Carib- 
bean, Panama and the Central American 
States could also be under attack, the 
Canal being particularly open to offensive 
action around the middle of May. The 
position of the government of Chile appears 
to be equivocal; alien agents could cause 
great excitement in that country. * This 
could be a final round-up and exposure of 
such infiltration, which should soon be 
wiped out completely. At any rate Chile 
may be the scene of the last stand of the 
Axis in the Southern Continent, but in the 
meantime, the disturbance could flow over 
into western Argentina, The eastern At- 
lantic, and the communication lines be- 
tween Brazil and Free French territories 
- in Africa, may become extremely active as 
the Axis may attempt to destroy all such 
communications and transportation. At 
Buenos Aires, the government of Argentina 
may take steps to join actively with the 
United States in economic and military. ob- 
jectives. In fact, the critical emergency 
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of world conditions in May can bring govs 
ernmenhtal changes to several nations, either 
of personnel or aims, Uruguay, Brazil and 
Mexico probably feeling these effects most 
keenly. Entirely aside from military moves, 
the financial and business situation will be 
given close study in order that commercial 
life lines will not be cut off.

have found that the invisible planets, like 
the others, seem to have two Signs in 
which to co-rule, it follows that Pluto also 
co-rules Aries, the other hofise of Mars. 
Aries, like all the under-horizon Signs, has 
something very paradoxical about it. The 
rowdy quality, the braggadocio, ruthless 
and almost blind rushing-forth of the bat- 
tering ram, belongs to the gangster world 
of Pluto just as much as to the war-like 
vigor of Mars. We know so little about 
Pluto, and we can only follow hints, It is 
interesting that Hitler has Mercury (his 
mind) in Aries, and it seems a more Plu- 
tonian type of mind than Martian. More- 
over, from information I have received from 
Germany, I believe his rising degree to be 
Scorpio 0’ 25”, 

There is no such thing as a good or bad 
planet. And nothing happens which is 
not directly or indirectly for the Purpose 
of the Universe. Without Hitler the de- 
mocracies might never have awakened to 
the full promise of what democracy really 
means. I have an idea that birth in one 
sphere is death in another, and vice-versa. 
So Pluto, the Prince of Anarchy (which is 
not possible now, but may be when we 
are trained up to it), probably rules over 
both Aries and Scorpio, just under the 
horizon; Aries, out of which the Sun 
arises, and Scorpio, into which it sets; 
Pluto the Ultimate One, who represents the 
Infinity beyond even the subconscious, the 
limitless past and the equally limitless 
future.

Se Rumora Ofrecimientos de Paz—S6n Colocadas las Fundaciones para que los Estados 
Unidos sean el Supremo Poder del Mundo—Es Posible que se Forme un Nuevo 
Gobierno en la Gran Bretana—Cambios en los Altos Oficiales de los Naxis— 

El Axis Atenta la Destruccién de las Lineas de Comunicacién de la Parte 
Sur del Atldntico—El Conflicto Se Acerca al Japén. 


Indicaciones Generales 


La presente: guerra mundial viene a un 
punto agudo y decisivo en este mes de 
Mayo. Cada planeta, excepto Neptuno (en 
Virgo) és directo en su mocién; durante 
el mes, Mercurio, Saturno, Uranos y el 
Sol dejan a Tauros para hacer su entrada 
a Gemini en el cual Jupiter esta haciendo 
su transito. Asi, con el cambiante énfasis 
de los signos fijos 4 los signos movibles, 
pasa el gran poder de conquista de los 
Dictadores, y en esa emergencia los lideres 
Democraticos eventualmente toman control 
de los asuntos mundiales.

La conjuncién de Saturno y Uranos en el 
dia tres de Mayo, és un poderoso y violento 
aspecto, esencialmente drastico en los gobi- 
ernos, los negocios y la _ redistribucion 
fianciera de fuerzas. Como esto ocurre con 
un unido Mercurio, esto ensefia que las

Saturno 
tiende a la consolidacién en cualquiera face 
u organizacion nacional, publica 6 privada, 
Esto aumenta las cargas, limita los movi- 
mientos, y enforza ruda labor y largas 
horas. También afecta los materiales 
crudos de primera’ necesidad, el almacenaje 
de todas clases, las bases, los territorios y 
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el capital 6 recursos conectados con ellos, 
asi como las alianzas con otros Paises; 
Urano también indica Gobiernos, corpora- 
ciones, asuntos internacionales, instru- 
mentos mecanicos, métodos, sistemas, in- 
venciones, extenciones (de Gobiernos 6 
economicas) por medio de alianzas. Como 
Saturno retarda, Urano crea emergencias 
en las cuales la tencién nerviosa predomina. 
Cambios forzados, reorganizacion y liqui- 
dacién de recursos sOn casi siempre en- 
vueltos. En conjuncién los dos: Planetas 
indican que todas las condiciones anteriores 
estan en aptitud de traer grandes problemas 
y que la mayor paciencia sera necesaria 
para resolverlos con exito. Cualquiera cosa 
que esté comenzada bajo tal influencia, 
puede continuar en operacion por muchos 
afios.

Mercurio esta en cgnjuncién con Sat- 
urno y Urano, en sextile con Venus y 
en trino con Neptuno en el tres de Mayo. 
Esto indica que asistencia para ajustar los 
problemas satisfactoriamente vendra, en 
parte, de la juventud del Mundo; de un 
practico, sdlido conocimiento del deber y 
persistente labor, de discrecién en palabra 
y obra, de iniciativa, intuicion, amistad, 
unusuales métodos de crecimiento finan- 
ciero y la reconstruccién de instituciones 
del Estado 6 negocios, en permanente 
fundacion, 

Los mayores aspectos transitorios de 
Mayo s6n todos beneficentes, con la ex- 
cepcién de Venus moviendose desde la 
oposicién de Neptuno en el 3, al cuad- 
rado con Marte en el 18, y Jupiter for- 
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mando un importante cuadrado con Nep- 
tuno en el'28. Este ultimo aspecto marcara 
el proceso de clarificar complicaciones de 
mucho alcance, interiores 6 internacion- 
ales, intrigas y actividades subersivas. . 

Moviemientos politicos y diplomaticos 
en todo el Mundo alcanzan una crisis en 
que estaran envueltas pérdidas causadas 
por la confusion, perfidia, traicién y total 
mal entendimiento de hechos basicos (este 
aspecto estuvo en orbita en el mes de 
Octubre y Noviembre del afio pasado 
cuando Nomura y Kurusu en Washington 
estuvieron cubriendo con platicas diplo- 
maticas, los movimientos agresivos del 
Japon en el Pacifico). Ademas, esto con- 
firma la vuelta en el curso de eventos, como 
ensefiado por’Saturno y Urano, pues ahora 
las decepciones pasadas, incertidumbres, la 
confianza en personas 6 lideres que no la 
merecen, las esperanzas ilusorias se vén 
claras y como Jupiter pasa adelante a 
entrar en Cancer, un fresco y poderoso 
incentivo 4 ganar nuevas metas se hara mas 
evidente. A este tiempo, sinembargo, Mer- 
curio forma otra vez parte de la escena, 
por haberse movido de la conjuncién de 
Saturno y Urano a una estrecha conjuncién 
de Jupiter y por lo tanto cuadrando 4 Nep- 
tuno. Pero antes que el contacto se efectue, 
Mercurio se hace retrégrada en Mayo 31, 
y no cruza el cuadrado de Neptuno hasta 
Julio 10, asi, el proceso de clarificacién 
indicado ahora, puede no ser completo hasta 
cerca de esa’ fecha’ Cuando esto ocurra, 
se haran encuentros de sabotaje, crimenes, 
tiranias, falsas adheciones y sorprendentes 
revelaciones de traicién en todo el Mundo, 
En todos los campos de batalla habra serias 
pérdidas por mar 6 aire cerca del fin de 
Mayo y Julio diez. 


Los Estados Unidos 


Este puede ser un mes sensacional en los 
Estados Unidos y también en el desarrollo 
de eventos en el Mundo. La conjuncion 
de Saturno-Uranos del dia 3, ocurre a las 
8:15 A. M., E.S.T., y cae en la 11? casa. 
La Luna es la que rige esa carta, colocada 
en las sexta oponiendo a Jupiter, y am- 
pliamente hace cuadrado con Venus y Nep- 
tuno en la décima y cuarta casa. Marte 


se levanta. De esta configuracién podemos 
esperar grandes cambios en la Admin. 
stracion y en el Congreso; su personal, sus 
leyes; ejercita direccién sobre batallas es. 
trangeras; acuerdos en ayuda financiera y 
economica, propésitos; se reorganiza el ¢. 
tado nacional de las finanzas, y las deudas, 
Probable control del Gobierno de todos 
los recursos interiores y operaciones de 
negocios, materias primas, maquinas y 
hombres. La conservacion nacional sera 
puesta en una base estrictamente raciona- 
da que deja unicamente cubiertas las necesi- 
dades de la vida. La Administracién puede 
ser confusa y llevada a falsas conclusiones 
por las corrientes de la oposicién secreta, 
por malos consejeros, por fosforecentes 
ofertas de paz, durante los primeros nueve 
dias del mes. Condiciones laboristicas se 
mueven hacia completa revision, con serias 
cuestiones que seran firmemente tomadas 
y arregladas; es posible que sea concedido 
el aumento de salarios. Las compaiiias de 
peliculas, petroleras, mineras y agricolas 
seran afectadas por precios, y el control de 
las materias primas.

Crimenes y traicién contra el Gobierno 6 
personas importantes en la produccion de 
la guerra, el Ejercito, la Marina, pueden 
ser activadas por agentes foraneos. La 
quinta columna en este pais aparece estar 
reforzada. 

Pero Marte se levanta en esta carta, y 
al moverse atravez de el signo del Sol de 
los Estados Unidos y hacer conjuncién con 
Venus, Jupiter y el Sol en esta carta, es 
una certidumbre que la Nacion se lJanzara 
en una ofensiva contra el enemigo. En asi 
haciendo, condiciones en el Sud Pacifico y 
las Filipinas cambiaran por una mejoria. 
A pesar de eso, durante los dias 15 y 25 
una serie de golpes tal vez le seran dados 
4 los Estados Unidos al hacer un cuadrado 
Marte con Saturno en ese mapa, oponiendo 
a Saturno-Jupiter y movimiendose 4 cua- 
drar 4 Pluto en la carta de Gran Mutacion. 
Esto puede ocasionar un rompimiento en 
el frente del interior del pais, en los com- 
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bates ‘fuera, 6 en las relaciones extranjeras, 
causado por los asaltos hechos por el en- 
emigo. ‘Tales eventos necesitan grandes 
cambios en las tacticas militares; en la alta 
oficialidad del Ejercito y la Marina, como 
también de los Comandantes de las naciones 
aliadas; también hay la posibilidad de cam- 
bio en los lideres; habra resistencia y con- 
sternacion sobre tales cambios. Pero al 
enfrentarse con cualquier desastre en el 
interior, 6 en sus aliados, este pais se arroja 
4 una real y completa guerra que sera 
tanto defensiva, como ofensiva. Desde 
Alaska (la cual puede ser una base para 
la accion agresiva) 4 Panama, en las islas 
de la india occidental, y en el mar Caribe, 
hacia la costa de Terranova quiza sea la 
escena de batalla. Por el mes de Mayo, la 
escasez de Ilantas y gasolina alcanzara su 
punto culminante y es probable que halla 
restricciones al por mayor en la cuestion 
de trasporte; propiedad personal y ma- 
teriales pueden ser apropriados por el 
Gobierno. Los hogares tendran que ser 
abiertos 4 los refugiados y por razon de los 
cambios en las zonas de guerra, grandes 
masas de gente seran removidas. Hombres 
y mujeres seran llamados para la produc- 
cin de armamento y asuntos de vital 
defensa. 

Tal vez la mas vital indicacién del mes, 
se puede decir, es producido.por los tran- 
sitos generales, asi que Gemini és activado. 
Estos sefialan a los Estados Unidos como 
asumiendo el supremo poder en el mundo 
durante los meses venideros. Este cambio 
de cosas viene a pasar por un re-arreglo de 
relaciones internacionales, alianzas, pactos 
y tratados con otros gobiernos que son me- 
nos poderosos. Como estos son colocados 6 
establecidos en Mayo, és indicado que per- 
Maneceran asi por algun tiempo. La im- 
portancia de esta colosal tarea puede ser 
parte de la presiOn, reorganizacion y limi- 
taciones personales que son aparentes ahora; 
todavia esto puede ser parte de las grandes 
oportunidades por ilimitado trabajo y 
servicios. 

Gran Bretafia 


Como Saturno, Urano y el Sol entran 4 
Gemini en Mayo, un nuevo Gobierno puede 
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asumir el poder. En las cartas de Ingla- 
terra y el Rey Jorge, un cambio en este 
tiempo tiene dos aspectos, uno benéfico y 
otro adverso, pero los beneficios parecen 
ser temporarios siendo pyoducidos por 
Marte en transito de Cancer, mientras el 
adverso puede continuar por algun tiempo. 
Marte pone en accién ofensiva agresién 
contra el Axis, particularmente en las co- 
lonias ultramares.

Conflictos en el mar 6 
en el aire pueden causar grandes pérdidas 
en hombres y materiales, La futura eco- 
nomia, determinada y fuerte de Inglaterra, 
parece alcanzar una face dificil, tanto asi, 
que las Estados Unidos pueden tener que 
asumir adicional poder directivo en la 
marcha a la Victoria. La India y el Oceano 
Indico pueden ser las bases de decisivas 
batallas, también como un campo de luchas 
politicas. 


Alemania 


Un gran cambio en el alto mando de los 
Nazis es muy probable. Diplomacia, po- 
litica, tratados y relaciones afectando a 
Berlin y Tokio, crean vitales cambios en la 
temprana parte de Mayo. Mas tarde re- 
percusiones siguen en Moscu. Ambas estre- 
midades son jugadas contra la mitad y todos 
perderan en algun grado. Levantamientos 
i ofensivas de los Aliados en los paises 
“protegidos” al Este y Oeste de Alemania 
paralizan la industria; los civiles sén mo- 
vidos otra vez 4 otros territorios, tal vez 
bajo desastrosas circunstancias. El] Atlantico 
y Oceano Indico, pueden ser atormentados 
por el poder naval aumentado de los Ale- 
manes, fuerzas mobilizadas estaran con- 
centrandose al Oeste de la India. Ceilan y 
Madagascar quizas se encuentren en la 
linea de fuego. 

Rusia 

Jupiter, estacionaria sobre su propio lu- 
gar en la carta de la Union Sovietica el 
invierno pasado, fué un poderoso soporte 
contra los Nazis, pero en Mayo, Jupiter 
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cuadra 4 Neptuno, el que hace conjuncion 
con Mercurio en la carta Rusa. Asi, un 
periodo de intriga, propaganda, esperanzas 
infundadas alcanzan su zenit y pueden 
traer mala fortuna a las tropas y también 
a las ambiciones de las Republicas Rusas. 
Tratados secretos pueden ser puestos 4 
prueba. La alianza Ruso-Japonesa és posi- 
ble que alcance una crisis. Esto podia per- 
turbar mucho 4a los Estados Unidos y 4 la 
‘Gran Bretafia; también podria traer un 
rompimiento en. relaciones, en facilidades 
de trasporte 6 sistema de comunicaciones y 
acarrearia implicaciones por los afios veni- 
deros. Rusia todavia empuja fuertemente 
en el Sur y Oeste, pero el Pais en su inte- 
rior és vulnerable. 


E] Lejano Este 


El pacto de 1937 entre China y Rusia 
puede ser sometido 4 una severa prueba. 
China pasa fuera de un periodo dificil con 
la ayuda de poderosos soportes (Alaska 
puede ser una base potente para mandar 
refuerzos y abastecimientos al Oriente). 
Las lineas Japonesas en el Sur del Pacifico 
se pueden extender tanto que los Aliados 
se encuentren en posicién de cortarlos con 
algun exito, el cual aumentaria con el 
tiempo. En Siam, Burma, la India Ori- 
ental, también Manchukuo y Siberia, la 
pelea puede ser intensa. A pesar de todo, 
Japan sigue perdiendo materiales y hombres 
en una gran escala y el conflicto se acerca 
mas y mas 4 su propias playas. Los tra- 
tados pueden ser rotos; el mismo Gobierno 
Japonés posiblemente vende los enemigos, 
aunque la accién tal vez permanezca secreta 
por un tiempo. 


Sur Y Centro America 

La parte Oeste de Sur America (Co. 
lombia, Ecuador y el Peru especialmente) 
veran activa guerra en Mayo, el enemigo 
usando mas sus fuerzas navales para ganar 
sus objetivos. Venezuela y las Islas del 
mar Caribe, Panama y las Republicas 
Centro Americanas pueden estar atacadas, 
el Canal estando particularmente abierto y 
expuesto a acciones ofensivas por la mitad 
de Mayo. La posicion del Gobierno del 
Chile aparece ser equivoca, agentes de los 
enemigos causan gran excitaciOn en. ee 
Pais. Esto pudiera redondear y exponer 
tales infiltraciones a las que pronto se les 
dara fin por completo. De cualquier modo, 
Chile tal vez sea la escena del . ultimo 
esfuerzo del Axis en el Continente Suriano, 
pero al mismo tiempo la perturbacion pu- 
diera fluir a el Oeste de Argentina. El 
Atlantico Oriental y las lineas de comuni- 
caciones entre el Brazil y los territorios en 
Africa de los Franceses Libres, tal vez se 
pongan extremadamente_ activos, pues ¢l 
Axis atentara la destruccién de tales me- 
dios de comunicacién y trasporte. En 
Buenos Aires, el Gobierno de Argentina 
puede tomar pasos para reunirse con los 
Estados Unidos en propésitos Militares y 
econémicos. De hecho, la emergencia cri- 
tica por la cual atraviesa el Mundo, y las 
condiciones dificiles. que’ prevalecen en 
Mayo, pueden traer cambios Guberna- 
mentales en varias naciones, ya sea en per- 
sonal 6 propésitos. En el Uruguay, Brasil 
y México se sentiran estos efectos mas 
intensamente. 
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Market Perspective 


May, 


It is a matter of very common knowledge 
among those who trade on the stock market 
that as much gain may be made in a week 
of daily trading, or hour-by-hour, as in 
three months of waiting on the long swing. 
Wide and varied experience has shown most 
positively that it is no easier to forecast 
the long swing in the prices of individual 
stocks than it is to anticipate the imme- 
diate or daily trend of the market. Sup- 
pose, for example, that I thought I could 
make some money by buying a block of 
U. S. Steel about the opening on October 
17, 1941, when prices had dropped sharply 
the two days previous. I would have 
bought my stock at around 515g. Imme- 
diately the price dropped to near 50, but 
I was determined to hold on for the long 
swing, expecting prices to go up soon. Sure 
enough, on January 5, 1942, I could have 
sold out at 5554, but to a long swing 
trader who has firmly made up his mind 
to make big money on the long swing, 
this long-time waiting seems to be only 
part of the game. Anyway, I would want 
fair compensation for carrying my stock 
through a heartbreaking depression. So I 
go along, simply holding on, but on Feb- 
ruary 5, 1942, the price was only 5354 and 
I therefore have only two points profit for 
my pains of sitting still for about four 
months, and it is plain that even that profit 
is likely to vanish in my long swing 
“trading” campaign. 

However, when prices began to drop off 
as much as 4 at a time on October 17th, 
even though I had just bought, with an 
iron-clad determination to hang on, there 
certainly would have arisen the suspicion 
that I had started on the wrong side. In 
the few hours of trading, this suspicion 
would have become such a certainty that 
I ought to have reversed position instan- 
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taneously and taken the short side, for I 
Was wrong, and when plainly wrong it is 
best to take the other side. This would he 
a painful and expensive necessity, but a 
most positive necessity neverthéless, The 
rule is that when you are wrong, you 
reverse position. 

For the month of May, 1942, the above 
remarks ought to be particularly applicable 
to the situation, as the sudden changes and 
sinking spells that are to be expected sug- 
gest the possibilities of profit only by trad- 
ing on both sides of the market. 


Weekly Forecast 


From about the middle of April and 
throughout all of May, the tendency to- 
ward liquidation of holdings is expected 
to bend the market trend slightly down- 
ward. This should be kept in mind while 
reading the following forecast of the move- 
ment of the active industrial averages 
within the four weeks of May, 1942: 

Rather lower prices on Monday, May 
4th, to be followed by a strong rise up to 
the 6th or 7th, yet a decline may be ex- 
pected around May 8th and 9th. 

Somewhat buoyant activity from May 
11th to 13th, then a decline, yet a fairly 
stiff rally Saturday the 16th. 

Opens lower Monday the 18th, but ral- 
lies up and then becomes suddenly variable, 
owing to some confusion, with the 21st 
slightly lower and a low close on Satur- 
day the 23rd. 

In the last week of May, a fairly buoy- 
ant market begins and prices hold up 
well until last of the week, when “profit 
taking” will probably cause some decline. 

“Investment” buying in May does not 
seem to be particularly advisable, as bet- 
ter opportunities may easily be presented 
later in the summer. 
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What Saturn Requires 


Of Taurus Now 


S ATURN requires that Tavreans put their 
financial house in order during his transit 
of Gemini, their 2nd solar house, in the 
two years following May 8, 1942. On the 
surface this task appears to be a simple one 
for the natives of this sign, who have such 
a healthy respect for tangible values, but 
putting your financial house in order under 
Saturn means far more than paying up 
delinquent bills or laying out a budget.

matter near or prior to this date, resign 
yourself to part with the outmoded old for 
the progressive new, and just be sure that 
you weigh both sides of the case dispas- 
sionately—neither clinging stubbornly to 
old habits nor choosing the new through 
spiteful perversity.

New Cycle Begins—Domestic Scene: Revolutionized—Congress Acts on Wages, Hours, Material 
Production—Crops Retarded—Taxes Rise Still Higher—Drastic Shake-up in Economics 


7. is the month of the Great Divide, 
- of the end of an era and the beginning of 
a totally new historical cycle. The move- 
ment of Saturn, Uranus and the Sun into 
Gemini on the 8th, 14th and 21st, with 
Jupiter and Mercury both in transit 
through this sign, shows that in world 
affairs and private lives changes of every 
kind will be inevitable and enormous. The 
slow moving planets (Saturn and Uranus) 
indicate, of course, that the trend has been 
in this direction for some time, especially 
as Uranus touched Gemini in August-Sep- 
tember, 1941, and also that the completion 
of the shift will take time to work out, But 
as the Sun, Mercury and Jupiter now com- 
bine with these slower forces, rapid, execu- 
tive action by democratic leaders will push 
forward the new era with tremendous im- 
petus within the next two months. 

The aspect that crystallizes the division 
between the past and future is the conjunc- 
tion of Saturn and Uranus on May 3rd, 
closely conjoined to Mercury. A chart for 
that event has Cancer (Sun sign of the 
U. S.) rising; the Moon, ruler of the map, 
is in the 6th house in Sagittarius, opposing 
Jupiter in the 12th, both in square to Venus 
in Pisces in the 10th and Neptune in the 
4th house, Neptune being ruler of the 10th. 
Saturn, Uranus, Mercury and the Sun are 
in the 11th house. Mars, rising on the 
ascendent, is conjunct Venus and Jupiter in 
the U. S. chart. This sky map of May 3rd 
is above all a pointer for the distribution of 
every sort of mechanical appliance, arma- 
ment for sea, land and air, food stuffs and 


. Maximum results, 


basic necessities on a worldwide basis. The 
conditions set in motion, or the events tak- 
ing place in May, will be almost as im- 
portant in the post-war period as they are 
in the near future. While the Atlantic 
Charter (announced for the specific pur- 
pose of “constructing a great reservoir of 
food and other essential supplies for hungry 
or denuded nations” after the war) was, 
and still is, open to many changes, this 
Saturn-Uranus conjunction indicates fresh 
decisions and strong support to such aims, 
It looks as if the United States would be 
the storehouse of the nations for some time 
to come, in.war or peace. 

Stemming directly from this assumption 
that most of the world will become de- 
pendent to a great extent on the crops, 
materials, production and labor supplied 
by the United States for the next few years, 
is a change of political, financial, economic 
and business policies. In order to produce 
these goods as well as “to keep ’em rolling 
and keep ’em flying,” the domestic scene 
may be revolutionized, especially if war is 
to end with victory of the Allies. As the 
Moon is in the 6th house, in adverse aspect 
to Jupiter, Venus and Neptune, the Ad- 
ministration is practically sure to find the 
problem of labor and management a diffi- 
cult one if the war effort is soon to achieve 
With Venus elevated, 
there is still a tendency to temporize with 
demands for more pay from labor, with 
alien influences in this country, and with 
a general inflationary trend that can under- 
mine the basic resources of the country 
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(Neptune in the 4th, opposing Venus). It 
may be that recalcitrant labor forces or 
money-minded management (who allow the 
public, through the Government, to foot 
the bill) strenuously resist the end of the 
profit system and all priority privileges. In 
any case, the outcome is wasteful, scattered 
inefficiency, which is due to be eliminated 
by powerful Congressional action. The con- 
junction of Saturn-Uranus-Mercury not 
only falls in the 11th house on May 3rd, 
but trines progressed Venus and Pluto in 
the progressed 11th of the U. S. chart, 
where they also trine progressed Neptune 
in the 7th. -This puts great emphasis on 
Congress, which may act with considerable 
authority and celerity to iron out such 
problems as relate to wages, hours, earn- 
ings, use or holdings of personal property, 
control of all resources of the nation, and 
the distribution of men, materials, arma- 
ment to foreign shores and Allies. Very 
important changes in foreign relationships 
may be ratified. 

With Mars rising in Cancer in this con- 
junction chart, the United States may now 
willingly, eagerly, strip itself for action. 
The people may suddenly shed fears and 
anxieties of the recent past, Restrictions 
may be accepted cheerfully. Service to 
the government, the war effort and to the 
Allies may become the national motivating 
power. New allocations of priorities, 
‘ masses of men and women to the produc- 
tion line, great waves of youth into armed 
services both in training and to foreign 
lands, and a sharp set-up in naval and 
flying equipment and personnel will feature 
this month. But crops may be retarded 
by cold or wet weather; also health may 
be impaired. 

The full Moon of April 30th (effective 
until the New Moon of May 15th) may 
throw the spot-light on very undesirable 
conditions in production at home or foreign 
relationships. Venus, ruler of the chart, is 
in the 6th house, forming a T square with 
Jupiter in the 9th and Neptune in the 
12th, but sextiling Saturn, Uranus and 
Mercury in the 8th. The Sun-Moon oppo- 
sition falls from Taurus to Scorpio. Pluto 
is in the 10th. The implications are that 
long hidden treacheries come to a show- 


down. The people will be deeply concerned 
and confused over labor, production, 


. Money, possessions, foreign alliances, and 


the laxness, selfishness or craftiness now 
exposed in such issues, Grave scandals may 
touch persons in many walks of life. Poor 
organization, lack of supplies or money, 
may affect individuals or national en- 
deavors. Sabotage on a grand scale can 
throw the entire country into arms and 
hardened, united purpose to fight tooth 
and nail to clean out rats and pirates. The 
perfidious betrayal or breach of trust by— 
or to—a supposed friendly nation may be 
a sickening blow to our national esteem. 
The health of the army and navy abroad 
may need special care; infections may be 
serious. Nervous strain may be more 
acute. Death may touch important in- 
dustrial leaders. Still higher taxes and 
compulsory savings may now be a fact. 
Home life may be subservient to defense, 
offense and production; as Pluto is in the 
10th house the Administration may act with 
unusual force to direct the aims and pur- 
poses of the people into very distinct lines 
of retrenchment and labor. Social affairs 
are almost entirely a question of functions _ 
for raising money and entertaining the 
various Armed Services. Love and ideal- 
ism, undue expectations over romance, are 
under a cloud. Yet a surprising peace 
offensive may be launched and some bril- 
liant international affiliation consummated. 

After the urgent emergency of May Ist 
to 14th, between the new.Moon of the 15th 
and the 30th, amazing new opportunities 
open for development. At this lunation, all 
planets except Neptune are below the 
horizon, showing concentration on domestic 
affairs. Resourcefulness of the American 
people—always a big asset—may be called 
into full play with great chances to gain by 
originality, inventions, science and aggres- 
sive action in every direction. The drastic 
shake-up in economics, finances, industry, 
domestic and international relations, gov- 
ernment leadership, and war aims results in 
a huge convergence of understanding, pur- 
pose and work. Enormous changes become 
swiftly operative in a surer grasp of essen- 
tial needs, powerful offensive tactics by the 
High Command and extension of world in- 
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terests. New leaders arise to direct pre- 
emptorily the use of national wealth into 
different channels. Art, music, literature, 
turn to new forms, ideas, presentation. In 
the meantime the enemy may use the 
most nefarious methods to defeat the na- 
tion.

Defense Gardening 


ERHAPS the best sign of good soil 
is that in which you find earthworms in 
every spadeful of earth you turn over. 
They are the gardener’s best friend. Where 
commercial or artificial fertilizers have 
been used on soil for a long period of time, 
we seldom find earthworms. Earthworms 
are found in soil on which we use animal 
manure, leaves, straw, peatmoss, compost 
pile filling or cover crops, plowed under to 
furnish the humus. 

On one piece of land in which there were 
no earthworms, large quantities of straw 
and corn stalks mixed with tree leaves were 
spaded in, and, in about six weeks pur- 
chased earthworms were added. When this 
soil was turned eight months later, every 
spade of earth had its share of earthworms, 
while the soil produced almost twice the 
crop of former years, 


Planting Dates 


Do not plant seed or bulbs when the soil 
is bone dry. As long as your seed or bulb 
is dry it is dormant, but as soon as it starts 


- to absorb the soil’s moisture it begins a new 


earthly cycle of plant life. 

Be sure all the seed you plant this year 
is marked on the back of the package, 
“Packed for planting in 1942.” 

We must keep in mind that plants that 
produce their yield above the soil are to be 
planted on the increase of the Moon (New 
Moon and First Quarter). Plants that 
produce their yield in the soil are to be 
planted on the decrease of the Moon (Full 
Moon and Last Quarter). 

Plants that grow from seed with a root 
formation, similar to beans, corn, lettuce, 
oats, peas, sweetpeas and marigolds, should 
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be planted when the Moon is new or in first 
quarter. 

Plants that produce their yield in the 
soil and grow from a bulb formation, 
similar to beet, carrot, potato, radish, tulip 
and gladiolus, should be planted when the 
Moon is full or in last quarter. Plant in 
last quarter only if necessary, as it is not 
considered the best time for planting. 

The time given is “Eastern Standard 
Time.” Add one hour if you are using 
“War Time.” 

Full Moon, when the Moon is in Scorpio, 
all day May Ist: a good time to plant. 

Following the Full Moon, when the 
Moon is in Capricorn, all day May 4th and 
5th: a fair time to plant. 

Last quarter, when the Moon is in Pisces, 
at 7:43 A.M. May 8th, all day May 9th, 
and up to 3:31 P.M. May 10th: a fair time 
to plant. 

Last quarter, when the Moon is in Tau- 
rus, all day May 13th and 14th: a fair 
time to plant. 

New Moon, when the Moon is in Taurus, 
at 12:45 A.M. May 15th up to 1:15 P.M. 
same day: a fair time to plant. 

Following the New Moon, when the 
Moon is in Cancer, all day May 18th and 
19th, and up to 2:19 P.M. May 20th: a 
good time to plant. 

« First quarter, when the Moon is in Libra, 
at 8:22 A.M. May 25th, all day May 26th, 
and up to 11:32 A.M. May 27th: a-good 
time to plant flowers and a fair time to 
plant vegetables. 

First quarter, when the Moon is in Scor- 
pio, at 11:32 A.M. May 27th, all day May 
28th, and up to 11:40 A.M. May 29th: a 
good time to plant. 

Following the Full Moon, when the

following days: May 2nd, 3rd, 6th, 7th,

The 
best time is May 18th and 19th, and up 
to 2:19 P.M. May 20th, also May 25th at 
8:22 A.M. and all day May 26th, 27th, 
28th, and up to 11:40 A.M. May 29th.

Pruning, Nipping Buds and Cutting 
Grass: It is not wise to prune, nip buds or 
cut grass in barren signs, as very often our 
plants are harmed and often die when cut 
at these times. Too frequent cuttings at 
slow growth periods often stunt your plant’s 
growth. Cuttings made at the increase of 
Moon will hasten new growth, while cut- 
tings made at decrease of Moon will retard 
new growth. 

Good for slow growth: ,May Ist, 8th, 
9th and 10th. Fair for slow growth: May 
4th, 5th, 13th and 14th. Good for fast 
growth: May 18th, 19th, 25th, 26th, 
27th and 28th.

When we can in glass 
jars for home consumption, we are help- 
ing our nation by supplying our own 
needs in vegetables, fruits and meats, 
therefore the canned foods we would have 
purchased from the stores are available for 
shipment to our armed forces and allies. 
Don’t forget that 10c worth of seed will 
grow many dollars worth of vegetables. One 
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tomato plant can produce as much as %4 
to 1 bushel of tomatoes. 

The best days for canning are: May 
Ist, 8th, 9th and up to 3:31 P.M. of the 
10th. 

Preserves, Jellies and Pickles: When 
you put up preserves or pickles, do not 
pack too tightly in the container. For firm- 
ness, color, flavor and keeping qualities, 
use the following days: May Ist, 6th, 7th, 
13th and 14th. 

Seeding for Hay, Grain or Cereals: The 
best days are: May 18th, 19th, and 20th 
up to 2:19 P.M., also May 25th, 26th, 27th, 
28th and 29th up to 11:40 A.M. 

Harvesting Root Crops: Root crops 
should be harvested on: May 2nd, 3rd, 
11th and 12th. 

Harvesting All Seed for Replanting: The 
best days are: May 13th and 14th. 

Harvesting for Hay, Fodder or Storage 
of Grain: The best period is May 6th, 7th, 
13th and 14th. A fair time is May 2nd, 
3rd, 11th and 12th. 

Laying Shingles and Painting: May Ist, 
6th, 7th, 13th and 14th. Shingles laid at 
this time will lay flatter and last longer. 
Paint weathers longer if applied on these 
dates, 

Weaning Animals or Changing Their 
Feed: The weaning ‘period should start 
on May 2nd and continue through May 


-10th. The best days are May 4th and Sth.

a near opposition Transit or Alignment, as 
we prefer to call these especially important 
conjunctions and oppositions to the Sun, 
in 1832 when Jackson was re-elected. Just 


-as the 1800 election is associated with a 


change in the method of election, so the 
1832 election is associated with National 
Party Conventions as the method of nomi- 
nating the candidates. 

The election of 1880 was preceded by a 
fairly near conjunction Alignment of Mars. 
In 1883 the passage of the Pendleton Bil! 


introduced the Civil Service principle into 
our Government personnel and its deter- 
mination by means of competitive exami- 
nations, which are compulsory. This is 
again typically Martian. Note that one 
of the outstanding acts of Jackson’s second 
administration was his battle to destroy the 
National Bank. In November 1832 South 
Carolina threatened to secede from the 
Union, but shortly after his inauguration 
in the following year, the conflict of ‘State 
versus -Federal sovereignty was compro- 
mised, thus narrowly averting what later 
developed into the Civil War. 

A Mars Transit on the other side of the 
Sun occurred one day previous to the elec- 
tion of President Wilson on November 5, 
1912. It was during his second administra- 
tion that we entered the first World War. 

Alignments of Mars and Mercury at 
times other than elections are significant 
also. On November 12, 1865 there was a 
Mars conjunction Alignment. Eight days 
later Japan signed a Peace Treaty. On 
May 7, 1919, the Germans were handed 
the terms of the famous Versailles Peace 
Treaty, with a very closely coupled Mars 
conjunction Alignment 2 days later. -On 
May 5, 1905, the Second Zemstvo Con- 
gress opened in Moscow with a Mars 
Opposition Alignment 3 days later. Dur- 
ing the following six months, Russia was 
shaken by mutinies, strikes, riots, etc., in 
which the people showed their desire for 
the rights for which the above‘ Congress 
had voted. But the Czar temporized and 
the Russian Revolution to which these dis- 
turbances had been a prelude, did not ex- 
plode for another 12 years. An opposition 
Alignment of Mars is much more violent 
than the more common conjunction type. 

Thus it should be apparent that Align- 
ments are of great significance as compared 
with ordinary conjunctions and oppositions, 
The factor of Latitude, the New Dimension 
in Astrology, is as important as Longitude. 
Mars Alignments are rare, but there will 
be one in November of our next election 
year, 1944, 32 years after the 1912 Transit, 
forecasting the importance of the coming 
administration.

completely disrupt. Yet he tries continu- 
ally to effect a reconciliation with me. Do 
you believe that I am taking the right 
course and attitude, and should I adhere to 
my present decision and conduct toward 
him?”

ANSWER: Judging by the details of 
your letter and a study of your own and 
husband’s charts, we would consider your 
present attitude and action completely 
justified. Your husband has fallen greatly 
in your estimation, and to take him back 
in his present pitiable state of mind and 
consciousness would be to condone his past 
deplorable action and thereby weaken him 


‘still further. Your husband has shown you 


repeatedly by his past and present’ actions 
that he considers only himself. If he is 
sincere in his desire to win you back, with 
your former affection and esteem, he should 
prove to you that he is worthy, and that he 
can answer up to the qualifications you 
expect in your mate. If he does not do 
this, then he is only “using you” to tide 
him over a bad period of his life which he 
has made for himself, and, like a drowning 
man, he will pull you back into the emo- 
tional maelstrom if you let him.

S Acting as a Profession 


INCE the stage seems to have lost little 
of the glamour which has always sur- 
rounded the theater—or what has seemed 
lost has merely been transferred to the 
movies—a little general discussion of this 
profession might clear up some misconcep- 
tions and clarify some of the astrological 
points. involved. 

Many a stage-struck youngster is ex- 
periencing nothing more than an urge to- 
ward creative work, toward self-expression, 
and since the movies in most cases are the 
one creative field with which he (or she) 
is familiar (and one which has the addi- 
tional lure of enormous salaries, supposedly 
“easy money”), he translates this urge 
into an ambition to be an actor, which to 
the child means to be a “star.” The hard 
work, the long grueling hours of rehearsal, 
all the preparatory labor that goes into a 


theatrical production are hidden from view. : 


The child can’t be expected to realize that 
the movie actress whose life seems so allur- 
ing gets up at six in the morning and 
usually stands up all day to keep her 
clothes unwrinkled, that the actors in a 
stage play rehearsed from six to twelve 
hours a day for at least three weeks (with- 
out pay), or that behind the perfection of 
a dance routine are hours and hours of 
physical labor more strenuous than many 
a so-called unskilled laborer has ever been 
called on to undertake. The unsteadiness 
of the employment, the years of climbing, 
and the pitifully small number of the suc- 
cessful in relation to the unknowns are also 


_ factors completely overlooked in the child’s 
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his own fortune.” 


daydream of an exciting life, with lots of 
money and little work. 

Before taking this ambition seriously, 
parents would do well to discuss calmly 
with their young would-be actors and ac- 
tresses this unseen side of the theater, to 
compare the relative merits of the theatri- 
cal with those of other professions, to point 
out the fact that an education is as much 
an asset in this as in any other field (the 
“dumb Dora” actress is fast disappearing 
in real life), and above all, to emphasize 
the fact that the stage (or movies) is one 
profession where only the few “big shots” 
on top have any measure of security. 


Signs 


In applying the following general state- 
ments on astrological factors in relation to 
theatrical careers, the student should re- 
member that the entire chart must always 
be examined in order to solve the problem 
of vocational determination. 

Of course. there are representatives of all 
the signs of the zodiac among successful 
actors and actresses, but then there are also 
many types of work in this field. The fire 
signs are instinctive “performers,” the 
water signs, dramatic actors, the air signs 
(with the exception of Aquarius) “sell per- 
sonality” and lean toward light comedy or 
drama. Capricorn is found more frequently 
than the other earth signs, though Taurus 
is well represented among musicians and 
singers. These generalizations apply to 
ascendants as well as to sun signs. Aquarius 
and Leo both have a natural flair for the 
dramatic, with the last five degrees of 
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Aquarius particularly accented among the 
successful. Mars and Venus in Leo (and 
to a lesser extent in Aquarius) are at their 
best when performing before an audience, 
SO gravitate naturally toward the stage. 


Aspects 


Although Venus is the traditional ruler 
of the theatrical profession, prominence of 
this planet alone should by no means be 
taken as an indicator of ability in this field. 
The aspects which seem to give dramatic 
ability are Mars and Jupiter or Mars and 
Uranus in affliction (square or opposition), 
Uranus and Jupiter in affliction with the 
lights and possibly Uranus and Jupiter 
afflicting each other. It should be noted 
that all these aspects tend toward an over- 
extravagance of personality which can be 
out-of-place in business or a sedate profes- 
sion. They also give the urge toward ad- 
venture, the hunger for experience afid the 
willingness to try anything that can be 
destructive on a routine job or in a business 
which calls for forethought and balanced 
judgment. Venus conjunct Mars is an- 
other aspect which is apparently short- 
sighted in the ordinary walks of life but 
is perfectly at home in transient situations, 
and also confers a highly captivating per- 
sonality. 

We have always contended that voca- 
tional selection should have a therapeutic 
as well as a “success” aim. The trend in 
astrology in the last few years has been 
toward a “Pollyanna-ish” denial of any 
interpretation which could be construed as 
“negative;” this was a natural reaction 
against the absolutism of the destructive 
interpretations ‘of the, medieval and Vic- 
torian astrologers. We: believe that the 
destructive potentialities of the foregoing 
aspects under certain conditions should be 
fully acknowledged. The astrologer cannot 
remove an aspect from the natal chart, 
therefore his job is to control the condi- 
tions, that is, to recommend a place for the 
native where the situation calls for the type 
of activity described by the planets and 
aspects. These “dramatic” aspects can suc- 
ceed not only in actual dramatic work on 
the stage or in the movies, but in any line 
which calls for their particular type of 
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over-projection, fields such as promotion, 
advertising, certain forms of writing, ex- 
ploration, and so on. For theatrical work 
of any kind (except the movies), a favor- 
able aspect between Mars and Mercury 
gives the instinctive sense of “timing” 
which marks a true performer. 


Houses 


Although angularity of the lights is not a 
necessary factor, the path to success in the 
theatrical field is probably facilitated 
greatly if one of the lights, particularly the 
Moon, is angular, preferably in the Ist or 
10th house. The ruler of the Ist in the 
10th or vice versa make the profession a 
very personal consideration, which is cer- 
tainly necessary in the case of an actor. 
For any true compulsion toward a the- 
atrical career, the Sth house should be 
tenanted, or the ruler of the 5th placed in 
the 10th or Ist. 

Aside from all the considerations above, 
a child whose chart shows a basic need for 
material security should not be allowed to 
entertain serious ambitions toward a the- 
atrical career without having the financial 
instability and uncertainty of this profes- 
sion pointed out ahead of time. This would 
probably apply to cases where Saturn 
occupies the 2nd house at birth, or where 
the ruler of the 10th or 11th falls in the 
2nd house of the natal chart. 
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Full Moon 


Effective April 30th to May 15th 

The Full Moon of April 30th occurs at 
4:59 p.M., E.S.T., in 9°54’ Scorpio, form- 
ing no close aspects ¢o the other planets. It 
must be considered in relation to the major 
planetary aspects which take place during 
this period, for this is the final Scorpio- 
Taurus Full Moon of the long period of 
Saturn-Uranus emphasis in Taurus. 


New Moon 


Effective May 15th to May 30th 

The Taurus Lunation occurs at 0:45. 
aM., E.S.T., on May 15th in 23° 46’ of 
this sign in trine to Neptune, accentuating 
the promise of constructive reform which 
can be attained under the Uranus-Neptune 
trines. 






Mercury 


Mercury moves from 22° 22’ Taurus on 
May Ist into Gemini on May 4th and 
turns retrograde in 25° 37’ Gemini on May 
31st. Mercury aspects every planet except 
the Sun during the month. Before leaving 
Taurus, Mercury parallels Uranus on the 
Ist, trines Neptune and sextile Venus on 
the 3rd, conjuncts Uranus and Saturn on 
the 4th. Then entering Gemini, Mercury 
sextiles Pluto on May 6th, parallels Jupiter 
on the 7th, parallels Pluto on the 9th and 
Mars on the 11th, sextiles Venus on the 
28th and again parallels Pluto on May 
29th. 









Venus 


Venus is found in 24° 45’ Pisces on May 
Ist, enters Aries on the Sth and reaches 
29° 05’ Aries on June Ist. Venus parallels 
Neptune on May 2nd and 14th, and op- 
poses this planet on the 3rd. On the Sth, 











Venus sextiles both Uranus and Saturn and 
on the 9th forms a trine to Pluto. The 
square to Mars on the 18th is followed by 
a sextile to Jupiter on May 30th. 


Mars 


Mars, in 3°01’ Cancer on May Ist, moves 
to 22° 01’ of this sign at the end of the 
month. Mars makes only two parallels dur- 
ing the month, one to Pluto on May 22nd 
and another to Jupiter on the 29th, and the 
only aspect it receives is the square from 
Venus on the 18th. 


Jupiter 
Jupiter moves from 21° 19’ Gemini to 
27° 55! of this sign on June Ist, forming 
the exact square to Neptune on May 28th. 


This aspect can be considered to be within 
orb of influence all month. 


Saturn 


Saturn in 29° 02’ Taurus on May Ist, 
conjuncts Uranus in 29° 20’ Taurus at 
8:15 a.M., E.S.T., May 3rd, then moves 
into Gemini on May 8th at 2:41 P.m., 
E.S.T., and reaches 3° 01’ Gemini on June 
Ist.

Uranus, in 29° 12’ Taurus on May Ist, 
enters Gemini at 11:13 P.m., on May 14th, 
and reaches 1° Gemini at the close of the 
month.
